Cochran said today that his oppo- 
sition to a “$20,000,000 memorial 

lding” did not mean that he was 

essarily against.further Federal 
appropriations on the _ riverfront 
project. 

“As I understand the situation,” 
he said, “the $9,000,000 now available 
will be sufficient to acquire the 
land, landscape the grounds and 
leave about $1,000,000 for retaining 
walls. If the $9,000,000 is not suf- 
ficient for a park, I am in favor 
of a further small appropriation to 
complete the park. I, of course, do 

want to have an eyesore in the 
ntown district of St. Louis. 

“The proposed plans for the me- 
morial, however, contemplate’ the 
spending of about $20,000,000 on 
buildings and improvements. I don't 
see any possibility of getting appro- 
priations at this time for the Gov- 
ernment’s share of this amount. The 
proposed plans go far beyond any 
other memorial constructed or even 
contemplated in other parts of the 
country. The Lincoln Memorial in 
Washington cost less than $4,000,- 
000. The Memorial Bridge and the 
improvements at the grave of the 
Unknown Soldier cost only $10,- 
000,000. Here it is proposed to 
spend more than twice the cost of 
these memorials.

MAN KILLED BY FLAGPOLE 
BLOWN OFF PEORIA BUILDING 


Two Others Hurt by 100-Foot Steel 
Mast, Torn From Roof of 13- 
Story Structure.

PEORIA, Ill, March 12.—A high 
wind blew a 100-foot steel flagpole 
from the 13-story Commercial Mer- 
chants’ National Bank Building at 
10 a. m. today, killing one man and 
injuring two others. 

The pole, weighing more than a 
ton, was torn from its anchorage on 
the roof and fell on the sidewalk 
and street at one of the city’s busi- 
est intersections. It broke into sev- 
eral pieces, which rebounded. 

The dead man, crushed when one

HEARST FILES SUIT TO BAR

Court Won’t Sign Immediate Order;

WASHINGTON, March 12.—Wil- 

liam Randolph Hearst filed in the 

Supreme Court of the District of 


Columbia today a petition seeking 
to prevent the Western Union Tele- 
graph Co. from delivering a copy of 
a telegram to the Senate Lobby 
Committee. 

Chief Justice Alfred A. Wheat, 
who yesterday enjoined the tele- 
graph company from turning over 
to the Committee telegrams sent 
and received by the Chicago law 
firm of Winston, Strawn & Shaw, 
refused to sign an immediate re- 
straining order on the Hearst re- 
quest. He said he preferred to hear 
the case on its merits. 

Justice Wheat said the Hearst 
ease differed from the Strawn firm 
case in that Hearst named one spe- 
cific telegram. In the case of the 
Strawn firm, the Senate subpena, 
held illegal by the court, called on 
the Western Union to produce all 
telegrams sent to or received by 
the Chicago attorneys between Feb. 
1 and Dec. 1, 1935. 

Elisha Hanson, attorney for 
Hearst, said he would have West- 
ern Union file an answer in the 
court so that the case cduld be 
heard on its merits as soon as pos- 
sible.

DR. W. Hi. WILMER, 
FAMOUS EYE 
SPECIALIST, DIES 


Founder of Noted Ophthal- 
mological Institute at 
Johns Hopkins Succumbs 
in Washington at 72. 


TREATED PRESIDENTS 
AND FOREIGN RULERS 


Among Patients Were The- 

-odore Roosevelt, King of 

Siam, Viscount Gray and 
Sir Auckland Geddes.

WASHINGTON, March 12.—Dr. 
William Holland Wilmer, interna- 
tionally famous eye specialist, died 
at his home in Washington today 
of coronary thrombosis, a heart ail- 
ment. He was 72 years old. 

Dr. Wilmer founded the noted eye 
institute at the Johns Hopkins Hos- 
pital in Baltimore bearing his 
name, but more than a year ago 
retired as head of the _ institute. 


fSince then, he had lived in Wash- 


ington. 
Frequently he was calied on to 


examine and treat presidents, dis- 
tinguished diplomats and even 
rulers of other countries. Among 
the latter was the king of Siam, 
who consulted with him here. 

Dr. Wilmer was dressing to go 
to his office when he became ill. 
Calling his son, Richard H. Wilmer, 
he returned to bed and died within 
a few minutes. Although complain- 
ing of not feeling well during the 
past few days, he had not been se- 
riously ill. 

He is survived by two sons, Rich- 
ard H. and William H, Wilmer Jr.; 
one daughter, « ; 
and his widow. 

Pioneer in His Science. 

A pioneer in the study of dis- 
eases of the eye, Dr.. Wilmer was 
as noted for equal treatment of 
both rich and poor among his pa- 
tients as for his skill, Among his 
patients were royalty and Presi- 
dents of the United States, as well 
as poor and unemployed persons. 

One of his patients was King 
Prajadhipok of Siam, who was ex- 
amined by Dr. Wilmer in 1931 pre- 
liminary to an operation for a cat- 
aract on his eye which later was 
removed by Dr. John M. Wheeler 
of New York. 

Dr. Wilmer treated several Presi- 
dents, among them Theodore 
Roosevelt, and other famous men. 
including Viscount Gray of Fallo- 
don and Sir Aucklang Geddes, for- 
mer British Ambassador to the 
United States. ' 

Besides his long practice in civil- 
ian eye diseases, Dr. Wilmer pion- 
eered during the World War in the 
field of testing the eyes of would- 
be flyers to learn whether they 
could stand the strain of air ser- 
vice. Later he was surgeon in 
charge of the medical research 
laboratories of the American Ex- 
peditionary Forces in France. 


Ophthalmology Institute. 


Perhaps the outstanding event of 
Dr. Wilmer’s career was the real- 
ization of his hope for establish- 
ment in this country of an institu- 
tion for the furtherance of research 
in ophthalmology. 

In 1922 a group of his patients 
and other friends, recognizing the 
desire for a wider scope for his 
activities, formed the William Hol- 
land Wilmer Foundation. This 


| foundation, in co-operation with the 


Rockefeller Foundation and _ the 
Commonwealth Fund, raised nearly 
$4,000,000 for the erection and en- 
dowment of the Wilmer Ophthal- 
mological Institute at Baltimore. 


At the time of its establishment 
it was the only institution in the 
world offering an opportunity for 
the study of every phase of ophth- 
almology. It was placed under di- 
rection of Dr. Wilmer, and in ad- 
dition to its research work on eye 
diseases and its*clinical treatments, 
the institute provided for the edu- 
cation of American ophthalmolo- 
gists who previously had been 
obliged to study abroad. He re- 
mained as director until 1934, when 
he returned to private practice in 
Washington, where he began his 
medical career. 

Dr. Wilmer was the son of the 
Rt. Rev. Richard H. Wilmer, Pro- 
testant Episcopal Bishop of Ala- 
bama. He was born in Powhattan 
County, Va., Aug. 26, 1863, and took 
his M. D. degree at the University 
of Virginia in 1885. After study at 
various hospitals in New York and 
abroad, he served on the staffs of 
the New York Polyclinic and Belle- 
vue hospitals. In 1891 he married 
Re Lewis Smith of Pennsylvania. 
They had a daughter and two sons. 

Began Practice in 1889. 

Dr. Wilmer began to practice at 
Washington in 1889, continuing 
there, except for the World War 
years, until 1925. He was profes-

‘I HAD NOTHING 
TO HIDE,’ HE CRIES 


Grilled on Story of Wife 
and Nursemaid Whose 
Bodies Were Found in 
‘Devil’s Beeftub.’ 


By the Associated Press, 
MANCHESTER, England, March 
12. — Hard pressed by the Crown 
prosecutor in questioning about the 
murder of his wife and a nurse- 


maid whose dismembered bodies 
were found in “Devil’s Beeftub” ra- 
vine, Dr. Buck Ruxton wept and 
twisted a silk handkerchief in his 
hands and begged the judge today 
to take notice how the prosecutor 
was “cornering” him. 

During stiff cross-examination 
concerning his blood-stained suit 
following the disappearance of his 
wife and nursemaid, the judge in- 
tervened to tell Dr. Ruxton: 

“Listen, answer the questions.” 

“I humbly beg your pardon,” re- 
plied the doctor, bursting into 
tears, “but don’t you see how he’s 
driving me into a corner?” 

Fifteen days after the two women 
disappeared last September, bodies 
identified as those of the two were 
found in the ravine. The Crown 
charges that Dr. Ruxton, inflamed 
by sjealousy, killed Mrs. Ruxton and 
Mary Jane Rogerson, the maid, cut 
up their bodies and threw them into 
the gulley. 

Doctor Becomes Incoherent. 

. Hammering,..et Dr. Ruxton’s 
story that the bloodstains on his 
clothing were an accumulation of 
two or three years, the prosecutor 
asked if this would not have been 
a serious danger of infection to his 
patients. 

Dr. Ruxton launched a long and 
incoherent statement, ending with: 
“Infection comes from the mouth of 
doctor or nurse.” 

He pounded the rail of the dock 
and cried: “I had nothing to hide. 
I had no guilty conscience,” when 
the prosecutor asked him why he 
summoned a new woman to work in 
his house instead of calling one of 
three regular charwomen. The 
Crown charges the bodies were dis- 
membered in the Ruxton home. 

A few minutes later he protested 
shrilly: “If I had had a guilty mind 
I would not have gone to Mrs. An- 
derson’s (the woman who kept his 
three children). I would have 
stopped in my house and done 
some of the dirty work.” 

Similarly, when questioned con- 
cerning the stained suit he had 
given away Dr. Ruxton retorted: 

“If I had a guilty conscience do 
you think I would be such a fool 
as to commit murder and give a 
stained suit to a stranger? My in- 
stinct would prompt me to burn 
that first thing.” 

Prosecutor’s Suggestion. 

The prosecutor. suggested the 
physician was so busy “cutting up 
the bodies’ that he was slow in an- 
swering the door bell when a caller 
rang three times. 

Dr. Ruxton replied: “May I re- 
spectfully suggest that my three 
children were in the house with me 
at that time.” 

The prosecutor alluded to previ- 
ous testimony by a witness. that 
afier she rang the bell of the Rux- 
ton home, the doctor finally 
“opened the door a little way” and 
talked to her. 

Dr. Ruxton said, “I don’t think I 
saw her at all.” 

The incident, the witness said, 
occurred the morning of Sept. 15, 
the day, Ruxton testified yesterday, 
that Mrs. Ruxton and Miss Roger- 
son, left for Edinburgh. The public 
galleries of the Manchester Assizes 
courtroom were thronged again 
with curious crowds, watching ev- 
ery gesture and listening to every 
word of the doctor. 

The prosecutor asked Ruxton if 
he had ever been to the ravme, 
near Moffat, where the bodies were 
found. 

“No, sir!” Ruxton cried. 

“Do you know the ‘Tevil’s Beef 
Tub?’” “I know it.” 

“Is that close to it?” “I don’t 
follow you—close to what? I don't 
know what ravine you're speaking 
of. I should like very much to see 
that blessed ravine.” 

A moment later Dr. Ruxton, his 
shoulders shaking with sobs, inter- 
rupted the cross - examination, 
turned to the jury and shouted: “It 
is the duty of the prosecuting coun- 
sel to see justice done, not to put 
a man on the gallows for nothing! 
I won’t have these things said 
Everyone is against 
me!” 

The Judge tried to quiet the doc- 
tor and the prosecutor suspended 
questioning for a few minutes

England Suggests to Reich 
It Withdraw All but 
‘Symbolic’ Number of 
Troops — Hitler Replies 
He Will Go Part of Way.

LONDON, March 12.—A confer- 
ence of Locarno Treaty signatories 
decided tonight that Germany’s 
acts in moving troops into the 
Rhineland “constitutes a clear vio- 
lation of articles 42 and 43 of the 
Versailles Treaty and the Locarno 
pact.” 

The representatives of France, 
Great Britain, Italy and Belgium 
had assembled in the Foreign Of- 
fice this evening and after a two- 
hour session recessed at 8:40 p. m. 

The representatives of the four 
nations, following their meeting, is- 
sued a communique stating: 

“It will be for the Council of the 
League of Nations, to which France 
and Belgium have referred the mat- 
ter (the violation of the Versailles 
treaty and the Locarno pact) to pro- 
nounce on that. point. 

(The Versailles Treaty reads: 

(Article 42—Germany is forbid- 
den to maintain or construct any 
fortifications, either on the left 
bank of the Rhine or on the right 
bank to the west of a line drawn 50 
kilometers to the east of the Rhine. 

(Article 43—In the area defined 
above, the thaintenance and the as- 
sembly of armed forces, either per- 
manently or temporarily, and mili- 
tary maneuvers of any kind, as 
well as the upkeep of all permanent 
works for mobilization, are in the 
same way forbidden.) 

English Suggestion. 

It was said that Hitler’s latest 
move followed a direct appeal by 
the British Government through 
the German Ambassador here. Last 
night, after a Cabinet meeting, For- 
eign Secretary Eden sent for Am- 
bassador von Hoesch and told him 
it would be difficult to exaggerate 
how gravely the British Govern- 
ment viewed the present situation. 

Eden asked that Hitler as a spon- 
taneous contribution to peace, with- 
draw all but a “symbolic” number 
of troops from the Rhineland and 
not fortify the disputed zone until a 
treaty might be negotiated. 

Hitler, through his Ambassador, 
answered that Germany could not 
enter into any limitation of its sov- 
ereignty in the Rhineland, but in 
order to give only a “symbolic” 
character to the reoccupation, he 
promised not to increase the 
strength of certain garrisons and 
not to place troops any nearer to 
the French and Belgian frontiers. 
Hitler, however, asked that a simi- 
lar attitude be observed by France 
and Belgium. 

Eden informed France, Belgium 
and Italy of his communication to- 
day. A British spokesman declared 
that Hitler made “a contribution to 
peace” but had not met all the 
British suggestions. Hitler’s  re- 
sponse was made through Ambassa- 
dor von Hoesch direct to Eden just 
before the Locarno powers went 
into session. 

Hitler’s Response. 

In his communication to Eden, 
Hitler stated: 

“The German Government can- 
not enter into a discussion with re- 
gard to a lasting or provisional 
limitation of German sovereignty 
in the Rhineland. 

“The German Chancellor, how- 
ever, wishes in order to facilitate 
the acceptance by the French Gov- 
ernment of the German proposals, 
to explain the following way his in- 
tentions, which he has declared 
from the beginning, to give to the 
re-establishment of German sover- 
eignty in the Rhineland at present 
only a symbolic character.

FRENCH SENATE RATIFIES 
MUTUAL DEFENSE AID 
TREATY WITH RUSSIA

PARIS, March 12. 

HE French Senate ratified 
T tne French-Soviet pact of 

mutual assistance by a vote 
of 233 to 52 tonight. The treaty 
already had been ratified by 
the Chamber of Deputies. 

It was on this treaty that 
Reichsfuehrer Hitler based his 
denunciation of the Locarno 
pact, declaring that by negotiat- 
ing it France had violated pro- 
visions of the Locarno agree- 
ment, 


The mutual defense agree- 
ment provides that in case of 
“unprovoked aggression on the 
part of any European state,’ 
Russia and “reciprocally France 
shall immediately come to each 
other’s aid and assistance.” 

Nothing in the treaty shall be 
interpreted “as restricting obli- 
gations laid upon the high con- 
tracting parties of the League 
of Nations.” | 

Undertakings of assistance re- 
fer only to cases of “aggression 
against either of the contract- 
ing. parties’ own territory.” 

The pact is to be operative 
five years, and longer if not de- 
nounced by either France or 
Russia. 


AUSTEN CHAMBERLAIN ASSAILS 
LOCARNO TREATY RENUNCIATION 


Tells Cambridgé University Con- 
servatives That It Is “Act of 
Brutal Force.” 

By the Associated Press. 

CAMBRIDGE, England, March 
12.—Sir Austen Chamberlain, who 
assisted in drafting the Locarno 
treaty, assalied’ Germany’s_re- 
nunciation of the pact as an “act 
of brutal force” before the Cam- 
bridge University Conservative As- 
sociation yesterday. 

“Once again we are asking our- 
selves,” Sir Austen declared, “is 
any treaty made with Germany 
more than a scrap of paper.” 

“If Germany had desired to chal- 
lenge all Europe, if she had desired 
to raise once and for all the ques- 
tion of whether there is any inter- 
national morality or any interna- 
tional law, she could not have 
raised that question more com- 
pletely or more challenging than 
within the compass of her ac- 
tion in the demilitarized zone.” 

He declared he was “impressed 
by the similarity of Germany’s pol- 
icy today to the policy which ren- 
dered the Great War inevitable.”

Russia, the Reichsfueher said, 
is not on the German border, 


though she has been brought, 
through.pacts with a third state, to 
Germany’s frontier. 

“I think that there is an incal- 
culable number of Frenchmen who 
want to live in peace with Ger- 
many,’ Hitler shouted to a cheer~ 
ing throng of 60,000. 

Throughout his impassioned ad- 
dress—broken when he was seized 
with a fit of coughing—he urged 
“common sense” and peaceful rela- 
tions between nations. 

Citing the history of centuries of 
conflict between Germany and 
France, he expressed the opinion 
that “dispassionate consideration of 
our mutual interests must lead us 
to understanding.” 

“Not Too Ideal.” 

“Critics asked ‘is not this too 
ideal?’” Hitler asserted. “I say 
that whatever is based on common- 
sense is real. What I am doing is 
much more real than what those 
are doing who approach the probe 
lem with hatred.” 

“‘But this man is a nationalist,’ 
cry the Frenchmen from the other 
side of the border,” he continued, 
“Yes, yes, mein Gott!—but it lies 
fn the hands of this nationalist to 
bring understanding. He is_ the 
spokesman for 67 million persons,” 

Remarks on Russia. 

Attacking Russia, Hitler said 
“What the Bolsheviks want is 
known*to us. We have seen that 
in our own land.” The “peril”. of 
bolshevism, he said, is “that only 
the unintelligent child burns its fin- 
gers twice. We do not need any 
more experience.” 

Bitterly challenging Russia’s in- 
terference with what he called the 
tranquility of other nations, Hitler 
continued: “I must say develop- 
ments today show that the first 
egg has been hatched. Let us 
hope the nations will not permit 
more cuckoo eggs to be laid in their 
nests.

BERLIN, March 12.—Germany 
announced in an official statement 
today that if an attempt was made 
to force it to renounce sovereign 
rights—such as the movement of 
troops to wherever it desires on its 
own territory—that the Govern- 
ment would “withdraw its propo- 
gals” for non-aggression pacts and 
re-entry into the League. 

In the statement, the Govern- 
ment theratened to “choose honor- 
able isolation” if other governments 
did not agree “that the only pacifi- 
cation of Europe is built upon the 
voluntary decision and action of 
equal European states and peo- 
ples.” 

The stafement said that the pres- 
ent remilitarization of the Rhinc- 
land was truly “symbolic,” but that 


Germany ““is ready, if this be 
deemed expedient, to declare that 
for the duration of negotiations 
and on the assumption that the 
French and Belgian governments 
will act analogously, it will effect 
no change in this situation.” 
Will Renounce No Rights. 

The statement continues: “Under 
no circumstances, however, would 
Germany renounce any sovereign 
rights, in the conviction that there- 
by the future pacification of Eu- 
rope would again rest upon com- 
pulsory renunciation and thereby 
upon moral discrimination, which 
would then contain the germ of 
gnawing disgrace on one hand and, 
of latent dissatisfaction on the 
other hand. 

“What the German Government 
is striving for is not the conclu- 
sion of treaties which, because they 
are bound up with moral burdens 
for an honor-loving and decent 
people, outwardly and inwardly 
would nevertheless remain hard to 
believe, but the restitution of a 
real and factual pacification of Eu- 
rope for the next quarter of a cen- 
tury. 

“By that is meant a pacification 
which contains in itself the charac- 
ter of an unconditional order of 
law which is built up upon the free 
decision of equal European peoples 
and states. 

“And only whatever is signed un- 
der such presuppositions can truly 
be lived up to honorably, because 
of its agreement with the concep- 
tions of the honor of nations, and 
it will just as honorably be lived 
up to also by Germany.” 

Equality or “Isolation.” 

Concerning the threat to with- 
draw its peace proposals, the state- 
ment said: 

“Should our conception that the 
only pacification of Europe is built 
up upon the voluntary decisions 
and actions of equal European 
States and peoples not find accept- 
ance by other Governments, the 
German Government will, of course, 
withdraw its proposals and, resting 
upon the dependability and the his- 
toric will in appreciation of sacri- 
fice of the German people, from 
now on rather choose honorable 
isolation than to live as a nation 
discriminated against in the com- 
munity of others.” 


Opposes Increase in Armaments.

The President of the French 
Republic, Pierre Laval, Senator, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
who, having exchanged heir 
credentials, found to be due and 
in proper form, have agr2ed 
upon the following provisions: 

ARTICLE I. 

In the event of France or the 
U. Ss. S. R. being threatened 
with, or in danger of aggres- 
sion on the part of any Euro- 
pean state, the U. S. S. R., and 
reciprocally France, undertake 
mutually to proceed to imme- 
diate consultation in regard to 
measures to be taken for the 
enforcement of Article 10 of the 
League of Nations Covenant. 

ARTICLE Ii. 

In the event France or the 
Uv. s. 8S. R. under circum- 
stances specified in Article 15, 
Section 7, of the League Cove- 
nant, being subjected, in spite 
of the genuinely peaceful inten- 
tions of both countries, to an 
unprovoked aggression on the 
part of any European state, the 
U. Ss. S. R., and reciprocally 
France, shall immediately come 
to each other’s aid and assist- 
ance. 

ARTICLE Ii. 

In consideration of the fact that 
under Article 16 of the League 
Covenant any member of the 
League having recourse to war 
contrary to pledges given under 
Articles 12, 13, or 15 of the Cove- 
nant, is ipso facto considered as 
having committed an act of war 
against all other members of the 


League, France, and reciprocally 
the U. S. S. R., agree in the event 
of one of them being subjected 
under these conditions, and in 
spite of the genuinely peaceful 
intentions of both countries, to 
an unprovoked aggression on the 
part of any European state, to 
lend each other aid and assist- 
ance in application of Article 16 
of the Covenant. 

The same obligation is assumed 
in the event of France or the U. 
S. S. R. being subjected to aggres- 
sion on the part of any Euro- 
pean state in circumstances speci- 
fied in Article 17, Section 1 and 
3, of the League Covenant. 

ARTICLE Iv. 

The undertakings stipulated 
above being consonant with ob- 
ligations of the high contracting 
parties as members of the League 
of Nations, nothing in this treaty 
shall be interpreted as restrict- 
ing the duty of the latter to take 
proper measures efficiently to 
safeguard peace in the world, or 
as restricting obligations laid 
upon the high contracting par- 
+ | ties of the League of Nations. 

ARTICLE V. 

This treaty, of which the French 
and Russian versions are equally 
valid, shall be ratified, and the 
instruments of ratification ex- 
changed at»Moscow as soon as 
possible. It shall be registered at 
the secretariat of the League of 
Nations. 

It will come into force. as soon 
as the ratifications have been ex- 
changed and will remain opera- 
tive for five years. If it is not 
denounced by either of the high 
contracting parties, giving notice 
thereof at least one year before

It is further understood that 
the two contracting parties shall 
take joint action to obtain that 
the council shall issue their re- 
commendations with all speed re- 
quired by circumstances, and that 
should the council nevertheless, 
for whatever reason, issue no re- 
commendation or fail to reach a 
unanimous decision, the obliga- 
tion of assistance shall apply 
none the less. 

It is also understood that under- 
takings of assistance in this 
treaty refer only to cases of ag- 
gression against either of the 
contracting parties’ own territory.

The common intention of both 
Governments being in no way to 
invalidate by this treaty any ub- 
ligations undertaken by France 
and by the U. S. S. R. in respect 
to third parties, under treaties 
that have been published, it is un- 
derstood that provisions of the 
aforesaid treaty shall not be car- 
ried out in any way which, being 
inconsistent with treaty obliga- 
tions undertaken by one of the 
contracting parties, might expose 
the latter to sanctions of interna- 
tional character.

The two governments put on 
record that the negotiations 
which have just resulted in the 
signature of this treaty, were pri- 
marily entered upon in order to 
complete a security agreement 
comprising all countries cf 
Northeastern Europe—the U. S5.

Poland, and the Baltic states 
bordering upon the U. S. S. R.;

Step Toward Negotiations. 
Diplomats said Britain was turn- 
ing to acceptance of France’s condi- 


tions as a preliminary to opening 
negotiations, on Hitler’s proposals 
for a new security system. 

The position reported to have 
been taken is that, while willing to 
negotiate with the Reich, the other 
Locarno nations—Britain, France, 
Belgium and Italy—cannot do so as 
long as they were faced with the 
actual unilateral treaty violation 
committed by Germany’s occupation 
of the Rhineland. 

French officials say they have 
the full backing of Belgium and the 
tentative support of Italy, the other 
two Powers represented in the con- 
ference. 

Outside the conference room, 
France has the backing of Soviet 
Russia, Yugoslavia, Czecho-Slova- 
kia, Rumania, Poland, Greece and 
Turkey. 

French Pessimistic. 

Flandin drove to the French Em- 
bassy early this morning to confer 


again with Ambassador Corbin. 
Some pessimism was evident in 
French quarters, where it was 
said there might be a bitter clash 
of views with the British. 

The third meeting of the British 
Cabinet ended at 12:05 p. m. For- 
eign Minister Anthony Eden and 
Viscount Halifax, Lord Privy Seal, 
remained at No. 10 Downing street 
after the other Cabinet Ministers 
departed. 

Eden, Viscount Halifax, Walter 
Runciman and Neville Chamberlain 
lunched at the French Bmbassy 
with Flandin and the other mem- 
bers of the French delegation. 

Baldwin in Background. 

The Foreign Office announced 
that Eden and Viscount Halifax 
would represent Great Britain in 
the Locarno discussions.

“I did not believe in 1932 that I 
would come again, four years lat- 
er, to face you in an élection cam- 
paign,” he said. 

“An unexampled struggle of 
three years lies behind us. We were 
heirs to a situation of complete dis- 
aster including agriculture, indus- 
try, business and politics. 

“Task Seemed Impossible.” 

“The task ahead of us seemed im- 
possible. Everywhere was  col- 
lapse. Many thought it would be 
impossible to set industry going 
again. 3 

“Worse than that was the col- 
lapse of the German labor power— 
about 7,000,000 persons were unem- 
ployed besides millions of young 
people who had grown up without 
learning any trade or profession. 
We began to be a people of tempo- 
rary hand laborers. 

“Corresponding to the industrial 
collapse was a spiritual breakdown. 

“Forty-six parties tried to repre- 
sent the German people. Disunity 
was rampant. Germany became 
the homestead of conflicting in- 
terests. The year 1918 had proven 
to be not only a signal for internal 
collapse but also for the collapse of 
our traditions in the world. 

“Mistrust reigned on one side and 
hate on the other when we took 
power in 1933. Power has come to 
Germany through belief.” 

Reviews His Aims. 

Hitler said he had several things 
in mind three years ago and that 
these were: Deep concern for Ger- 
many’s honor, equal rights within 
as well as without Germany so that 
Germany would not be forced into 
second or third place, the belief 
that national honor could be re-es- 
tablished by Germany’s own will 
power, that this power should cre- 
ate unity. 

“I was determined when I took 
over the power,” he said, “that I 
would establish internal peace. I 
understand that various interests 
believe their happiness lies in rep- 
resenting only those interests, but I 
know that when this goes on to ex- 
cess it means destroying one’s own 
interests. 

“In order really to represent 
the people, a regime must be free 
from domination by any one in- 
terest. I did not recognize a re- 
gime of farmers, city folk, business 
men, intellectuals, or workers of 
hand or brain. 

“I know only one regime: That 
of the German people. 

“No man nor groups of people 
may feel about each other that they 
are not indissolubly bound togeth- 
er. One common fate raises them 
to great heights or can tear them 
down into the abyss. All interests 
have been represented by us. 


“The economic recovery benefit- 
ed not one group, but all. If any 
of you feel we have not done 
enough, give me a little more time. 
I have already done so much in 
these three years.” 

Hitler declared he had done more 
in three years than any of his pre- 
glecessors in a similar time. 

“I went about,” he said, “bring- 
ing ihternal freedom to the Ger- 
man people. They today are in- 


world. 

“People said my ideas were fan- 
tastic. I am not appearing before 
you as a babbler. These ideas have 
guided me for three years and 
guided me well. 

“Three years ago, Germany was 
surrounded by enmity on every 
side. Neither here no elsewhere 
were problems approached in a 
spirit of.common sense. I have 
tried to bring common sense into 
our relations with other nations. 

“I have tried to follow the eter- 
nal principles of human relation- 
ship. I tried to invoke logic. 

“I tried to make it clear that 
Europe was only a small group on 
this earth.” 


Refers to Polish Treaty. 


Referring to the many Germans 
living abroad, Hitler said, “The Eu- 
ropean frontiers can be altered but 
the people’s frontiers remain. I 
have tried to better our relations 
with surrounding states.” 

He praised the German-Polish 
friendship treaty signed two years 
ago as “a reasonable attempt to 
create a better life among two peo- 
ples in place of the so-called eter- 
nal enmity.” 

Amid - shouts from, his audience 
he declared,. “this effort~has been* 
a success. This success has been 
for the benefit of both peoples. 
From this treaty of economic life, 
I believe both peoples will metus 
enriched.” 

“I’ve tried to apply the same 
principles that guided the Polish- 
German relations also to our rela- 
tions with France,” he continued. 
“Perhaps this was the first time a 
German Nationalist asserted that 
continuation of the hereditary en- 
mities between the two nations 
was senseless. 


“I believe first of all it is neces- 
sary that the two parties are com- 
pletely equal. Then only will come 
necessary mutual respect. 


“I blame my predecessors for not 
invoking to their aid the best ele- 
ments of Germany for their efforts 
for understanding and for not in- 
sisting on unequivocal equality.” 


Upholds German Sovereignty 


Hitler declared that “many said: 
Surely that is not the way to pro- 
ceed. Perhaps you will fail. It is 
too idealistic, I believe in this 
ideal. I believe everything must 
be done to make common sense 


triumph.”

Hitler said that he spoke as “g 
Nationalist.” 

“As such I will not renounce any 
German rights,” he declared. “I 
want synthesis between right of 
both nations. I do not want to de- 
prive any other nation of its rights 
but”—and here he shouted loudly— 
“T will never stand for depriving 
the German people of its rights.” 

Again the crowd cheered him 
long and loudly. 

“My whole policy of understand- 
ing is built on the idea that only 
from equality can mutual respect 
come, and only free consideration 
for each other,” he said. 

French-German Enmity. 

He then drew an impassioned 
picture of the fight for centuries 
between France and Germany and 
expressed the opinion that “dis- 
passionate consideration of our mu- 
tual interests must lead us to un- 
derstanding.” 

“Critics asked,” Hitler asserted, 
“is not this too ideal?’ I say that 
whatéver is based on commen sense 
is real. What I am doing is much 
more real than what those are do- 
ing who approach the problem with 
hatred. 

“‘*But man is a nationalist,” cry 
the Frenchmen from the other side 
of the border. Yes, yes, Mein Gott, 
but it lies in the hands to this na- 
tionalist to bring understanding. He 
is the spokesman for 67 million per- 
sons.” 

“The Frenchmen also say,” the 
Reichsfuehrer declared, “that Hit- 
ler said when you are a German 
nationalist you must seek some 
great national triumph.” 

“Yes,” he approved, “I am a Ger- 
man nationalist but my thoughts 
‘are Girected toward another sort 
of triumph.” 

Money for Workers. 

He scorned orthodox statesman- 
ship in apparently attempting to 
justify his sometimes abrupt meth- 
ods. At this point in his speech he 
became quite hoarse, and stifled a 
series of wracking coughs. When 
he recovered he told workers he 
would rather spend money for 
workers than for grenades. 

“I do not want the labor and 
power of my people,” he resumed, 
“to lie idle. I want to transmute 
it into joy in life.” 

Ovation on Arrival. 

The roaring cheers of the crowds 
drowning out the sound of the air- 
plane’s motors as the big ship in 
which Hitler traveled from Munich 
circled to an easy landing. 

The whole town was. decorated 
with Swastika flags. Thousands of 
people lined the streets, shouting 
“Heil!” 

Special trains were arranged to 
bring in the country folk for the 
speech, opening the March 29 
plebiscite campaign in the Rhine- 
land.

JOHN M. HEALY DIES

Central Figure of 1910 Scan-

John M. Healy, former secretary 


of the St. Louis Police Relief As- 
sociation, who was the central fig- 
ure in the looting of the police re- 
lief fund in 1910, and who served 
a two-year penitentiary term for his 


part in the $13,000 scandal, died 
Tuesday in New York of a heart 
attack. He was 62 years old, and 
had lived in New York since his 
release from prison in 1913. 

Healy’s body arrived in St. Louis 
accompanied by his

Dies in Restaurant. 


In recent years, Healy had 
worked in New York as a sewing 
machine salesman. His sudden 
death Tuesday occurred in a res- 
taurant. . 

The looting of the police relief 
fund, maintained by the contribu- 
tions of policemen and by annual 
benefit shows, was exposed by the 
Post-Dispatch Jan. 14, 1910. Healy 
Was arrested the next day, and 
made a confession soon afterward. 

Exposure Involved Others. 

The exposure of Healy, whose 
rank in the Police Department was 
that of patrolman, involved others 
of the same and higher ranks, and 
led to the removal from office of 
Chief of Police Edmond P. Creecy, 
in April, 1910, on charges of hamp- 
ering the Police Board's investiga- 
tion into Healy’s conduct. 

One police lieutenant and four 
patrolmen were dismissed from the 
department on charges of accept- 
ing money from Healy without the 
Board’s permission. One city de- 
tective and four patrolmen were 
reprimanded for accepting money 
from Healy and signing false re- 
ports. On similar charges, four 
sergeants and four patrolmen were 
fined amounts up to $100. 

Three other policemen, officers 
of the Police Relief Association, 
were indicted on charges of com- 
plicity in Healy’s embezzlement, 
but one was acquitted, and the 
cases against the others were dis- 
missed. Healy pleaded guilty to 
two charges of embezzlement, in 
the sum of $12,769, and was sen- 
tenced to five years’ imprisonment. 

Healy engaged Jeptha D. Howe, 
then chairman of the Republican 
City Committee, as his attorney, 
and Howe, in attempting to obtain 
his release in 1912, engaged in a 
controversy with Gov. Herbert S. 
Hadley. Howe charged that the 
Governor had promised a pardon 
or a parole for Healy, in return for 
his testimony against other police- 
men. The Governor denied having 
made such a promise, but in 1913 
he granted a parole which short- 
ened Healy’s actual term to two 
years. 

In his testimony against one of 
his indicted associates, Healy said 
the other man, who was in the 
box office at the benefit show at 
Forest Park Highlands, took $10 
to $20 a day from the receipts, and 
gave the same to Healy and others, 
the unauthorized “take” from the 
receipts amounting to more than 
$2000. Healy admitted that he 
failed to account for $3845 realized 
from advance sale of tickets, and 
did not know what became of the 
money, though he charged that oth- 
ers got more of it than he did. 

Following the Healy exposure, the 
affairs of the Police Relief Associa- 
tion were reorganized by the Po- 
lice Board and put on a business 
basis.

MAN ELEVATORS 
IN NEW YORK CITY 


Service Hardly Interrupted 
in Many Buildings—One 
Agency Said to Have Im- 
ported 500.

NEW YORK, March 12, — New 
York City’s building service strike 
entered its twelfth day today fol- 
lowing the failure of an all night 
conference at which Mayor La 
Guardia made another attempt to 


persuade opposing forces to settle 
their differences through arbitra- 
tion. 

Walter Gordon Merritt, attorney, 
and William D. Rawlins, executive 
secretary, of the Realty Advisory 
Board on Labor Relations repeated 
their stand against the closed shop, 
or even a “preferential” shop among 
workers in apartment and hotels 
here. 

James J. Bambrick, local presi- 
dent of the Building Service Em- 
ployes’ Union, said the union would 
not participate in further discus- 
sions until the right of all the strik- 
ers to return to their jobs was rec- 
ognized as a preliminary to arbi- 
tration. 

“Every man must return to his 
former position,” Bambrick said. 
“We cannot even discuss the ques- 
tion.” 

The union and operators’ repre- 
sentatives in their all night session 
agreed to name Ferdinand Sillcox, 
head of the United States Forestry 
Service and former head of the 
New York Employing Printers’ As- 
sociation, as an impartial arbitra- 
tor when and if negotiations reach 
that stage. 

Owners Persist in Stand. 

Since the beginning of the strike, 
Merritt and Rawlins, speaking for 
the Realty Advisory Board, have in- 
sisted that only wages and hours 
should be subject to arbitration. 
They have indicated they would 
consider an extension of the wage 
scale established under the Curran 
Award, which expired March 1, but 
made it plain they would not go 
very much further. 

Under the Curran Award build- 
ing workers were paid $70, $80 and 
$90 a month, depending on the 
type of apartment or hotel, The 
strikers, under the leadership of 
Bambrick, demand $78, $88 and $98, 
with a 48-hour week. 

Although the number of build- 
ings where workers were on strike 
had increased to nearly 2500, with 
numerous additions, including many 
large office buildings in the mid- 
town area, elevators were manned 
immediately by strike breakers. 
Often strikers departing brushed el- 
bows with men sent by strik- 
breaking agencies to replace them. 
Elevator service was hardly inter- 
rupted. 

Reports were current that one 
strike breaking agency had brought 
in 500 unemployed men from Penn- 
sylvania and the entire number 
were placed at once and a call 
sent out for an equal number. 
Strike breakers are paid $10, $11 
and $12 a day. 

Strike Sympathizers Organize. 

At a citywide mass meeting last 
night a permanent tenants’ asso- 
ciation sympathetic to the aims of 
the strikers was formed. Various 
speakers, including Representative 
Vito Marcantonio of New York, de- 
clared that fire laws and laws re- 
garding the operation of elevators 
were being violated throughout the 
city. Serious hazards have been 
created through the prolongation of 
the strike, they stated. 

Both Rawlins and Merritt en- 
tered the latest conference expres- 
sing confidence that the strike had 
failed. Rawlins termed the effort 
to call out workers in the mid-town 
area “a flop.” The union, he gaid, 
“has shot its bolt and failed.” 

Merritt has long been opposed to 
labor unions. His father, Charles 
H. Merritt, founded, as a result of 
his unsuccessful fight with the un- 
ions in the Danbury, Conn., hat- 
ters’ strike, an anti-boycott associa- 
tion with a secret membership of 
big employers. This later became 
the League for Industrial Rights 
which the present Merritt sponsors. 

Furnishes Confidential Service. 

The league, with extensive offices 
on the forty-fifth floor of 40 Wall 
Street, supplies a confidential serv- 
ice to employers in labor disputes. 
Merritt in his published history of 
the league declares its purpose is 
to combat “industrial lawlessness” 
of unions which take advantage of 
the “defenselessness” of industry. 

“Its founders,” Merritt says, “be- 
lieved that individual liberty and 
individual.incentive should not be 
overridden by group responsibility 
and group collectivism.” 

Merritt has opposed organized 
labor on numerous industrial fronts, 
including coal, steel, building con- 
struction, silk, metals and the gar- 
ment trade. Recently he has taken 
up the fight of the large real estate 
intérests represented by the Realty 
Advisory Board. He is unquestion- 
ably “the brains” of the board. 

Says Strikers Are Returning. 

“The overwhelming majority of 
strikers will be re-employed if a 
settlement is made in the near fu- 
ture,” Merritt said of the Mayor’s 
latest proposal for arbitration. 
“This is evidenced by the fact that 
strikers are now returning to work 
in substantial numbers each day 
and are being given employment. 

“Having all these conditions in 
mind, the owners in their reply to 
the Mayor merely made it clear 
that they could not honorably aban- 
don present employes of a satisfac- 


tory character who had been as- 


sured that their jobs were parma- 
nent.” 

This has been a bitterly disputed 
point in previous efforts at arbitra- 
tion. The union has insisted that 
all strikers must be rehired. 

“The Realty Advisory Board,” 
Merritt said, “has never refused to 
arbitrate the question of wages. 
Over a year ago minimum stand- 
ards of wages and hours were ar- 
bitrated under the leadership of 
this board. The result was the 
Curran award, effective March 1, 
1935, by which wages were in- 
creased, and hours were shortened. 
To this award, the members of the 
Advisory Board have faithfully ad- 
hered.” 

Denial of Union Charges. 

Throughout the strike Merritt de- 
nied union charges of long hours 
and low wages in apartments op- 
erated by board members. In a let- 
ter to LaGuardia in response to an 
earlier plea for arbitration, Merritt 
said: 

“Our Advisory Board is interest- 
ed in the welfare of its employes 
and is particularly desirous of elim- 
inating sub-standard employment 
conditions in the industry. It urges 
a survey be made of such employ- 
ment conditions for the purpose of 
submitting findings of fact and 
singling out conditions which are 
regarded as unfair. 

“Our board is confident that no 
unfair conditions exist in the build- 
ings represented by its members 
and is willing to co-operate in any 
reasonable effort to extend fair 
conditions throughout the industry 
as a whole. Until some program is 
considered to improve working con- 
ditions in substandard buildings 
and until the union discontinues its 
present policy of sanctioning such 
substandard conditions, the board 
does not feel that its members 
should be required to assume addi- 
tional burdens.” 

LaGuardia has complained sev- 
eral times that attempts to nego- 
tiate a settlement of the strike have 
been complicated by the fact that 
the board has not up until now 
agreed to commit its members to 
a plan achieved through arbitra- 
tion. 

Informed that Bambrick had de- 
clared he would participate in no 
further peace negotiations if strik- 
ing employes were not rehired, Raw- 
lings said: “We recognize that the 
union has an obligation of taking 
care of its member strikers. The 
employers, too, have their problem 
of taking care of honest-to-goodness 
replacements who have been as- 
sured of permanent jobs. We ought 
to work out some compromise plan 
whereby each would make some 
contribution or each bear some part 
of the burden.” 

Rawlins said that since employers 
“are agreeable to limiting their 
side of the problem to a minority of 
their replacements who wish to keep 
their jobs and have been given as- 
surance of permanent employment, 
we feel that the union should limit 
itself to union members in good 
standing who have paid their dues,” 

Union officers announced’ they 
had called workers out of the Goth- 
am, Warwick and Dover hotels, 

Decrease in Violence. 

Violence has largely abated. 
Three strikers were charged late 
yesterday with trying to kidnap a 
building superintendent and take 
him to the office of the union in a 
taxicab. 

Strike activity has been at a low 
ebb in the face of a cold, pelting 
rain that lasted through yesterday 
and last night. Strikers have not 
yet begun to receive benefits and 
Bambrick indicated it might be 
some time before the union would 
begin to pay out benefits. He said 
the union was spending $4000 a day 
to feed pickets. 

Police went last night to the of- 
fices of the American Confidential 
Bureau, Inc., and rounded up 31 
men. Eighteen were arrested on 
charges of violating the criminal 
procedure law in having a criminal 
record, no visible means of support 
and no employment. The others 
were released. Police said that the 
men had “moved in” on the agency 
which was supplying replacement 
workers to many building operators 
and had “taken it over.”

Says.

WASHINGTON, March 12.—An 
additional $2,340,000,000 to continue 
works relief during the next fiscal 
year was proposed to President 
Roosevelt today by the United 
States Conference of Mayors. 

The Mayors’ conference, embrac- 
ing the heads of the 100 largest cit- 
ies of the country, said it was unan- 
imous in indorsing the policy of 
work relief, as opposed to the dole 
and likewise unanimous on the ne- 
cessity for continuing WPA. 

The exhaustive survey and report 
of the Mayors conference was sub- 
mitted to President Roosevelt to- 
day by Mayor Fiorella H. LaGuar- 
dia of New York City, a chairman 
of the conference. He told repor- 
ters that “These views are those of 
the men who are actually on the 
job and know conditions.” 

An “Impartial” Analysis. 

The report was received by the 
President as he was preparing to 
conclude his own study of relief 
needs and submit recommendations 
to Congress for funds for the next 
year. 

“As chief executives of these ma- 
jor cities,” said the memorandum 
of Mayor LaGuardia, “we are of the 
opinion that any honest and im- 
partial analysis of the work being 
prosecuted in the important cities 
of the country will reveal that prac- 
tically every project represents a 
useful and, in most cases, a perma- 
nent public improvement. 

“Certainly, there remain a multi- 
tude of additional useful things to 
be done under future works pro- 
grams. « 

“And finally, it is apparent that 
the city officials of America will 
never consent to the abandonment 
of the work-principle in giving re- 
lief assistance, The dole, based upon 
idleness and groceries, has no place 
in our American scheme of socie- 
ty.” 

Three Principal Questions. 

The La Guardia memorandum 
said that the Mayors were asked 
three principal questions: First, 
whether work is the proper meth- 
od of meeting the unemployment 
program as compared to the dole 
and idleness; second, whether the 
WPA program constituted useful 
work; third, does useful work re- 
main to be done under a continued 
WPA program. 

“The results of this survey of the 
leading cities of the country,” La 
Guardia said, “constitute an amaz- 
ing unanimity of opinion on the 
part of the responsible officials ac- 
tually on the firing line of the bat- 
tle against destitution and unem- 
ployment.

“The integrity and permanent use- 
fulness of the city projects which 
have been approved by the Federal 
Government need no apology from 
anyone. Nor do the cities ask the 
Government or the President to de- 
fend the WPA work which is being 
assisted by Federal funds. 

“These projects are the cities’ own 
projects. All the Government has 
done is to approve or disapprove 
what the cities have submitted.” 

St. Louis in List. 

The report listed the replies from 
the 100 cities saying it was the an- 
swer of 25,000,000 people to wheth- 
er the WPA program should be 
continued. The replies were signed 
by Mayors, city managers, Com- 
missioners of Public Works or 
their secretaries, in.-some instances 
Directors of Parks and _ Public 
Property. 

The cities included: Detroit, Mil- 
waukee, Houston, Cleveland, Cin- 
cinnati, Indianapolis, Louisville, 
Ky., Salt Lake City, St. Louis, San 
Diego, Cal., Toledo, O., San Fran- 
cisco, Seattle, Wash., Oakland, 
Cal., Portland, Ore., Grand Rapids, 
Mich., Joplin, Mo., Peoria, Ill., Spo- 
kane, Wash., San Jose, Cal.

| EDGAR HOOVER DISCUSSES 


|*ROTTEN POLITICS” AND CRIME 


Says American People Must Com- 
bat “Filthy, Stultifying Influ- 
ences.”

NEW YORK, March 12.—J. Ed- 
gar Hoover, director of the Bureau 
of Investigation of the Department 
of Justice, in an address here 
yesterday, said “the only thing that 
can put the criminal out of busi- 
ness is for the American people to 
make it their business to combat 
crime and all of the filthy, stutify- 
ing influences which foster crime. 
Of those stultifying influences, may 
I say with the utmost emphasis 
that the most important of all is 
rotten politics.” 

He spoke at the New York Her- 
ald Tribune round table on “Crime 
and Youth Today.” 

Hoover said honest Police Chiefs 
had told him they were powerless 
to move against “certain protected 
elements of lawlessness.” 

“The greatest service that can 
be done by the American citizen,” 
he said, “is to take the shackles 
off the policeman and put them 
where they belong, on the wrists 
of the crooks.” 

In forum discussion following his 
address, Hoover said some metro- 
politan newspapers “have deliber- 
ately wrecked cases.” He cited the 
Weyerhaeuser kidnaping, and said 
newspaper men had threatened him 
with an attack against the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation unless they 
were permitted to accompany his 
men 


FRENCH TROOP MOVEMENT 
TO RHINELAND PAUSES 


Alsatians See 100,000 Vanish Under- 
ground; Bankers of Region Re- 
port Restored Confidence.

STRASBOURG, France, March 
12.—Although carloads of soldiers 
returning from their leaves con- 
tinued to arrive at frontier stations 
today French army officials said 
that the movement was ended “for 
the moment.” 

The Alsatians, who had watched

terranean fortifications, regained 
confidence. Bank officials report- 
ed that many of those who had 
withdrawn wunds after the an- 
nouncement of the remilitarization 
of the Rhineland had already re- 
opened their bank accounts.

THROUGH PLATFORM CHARGED 


Senator Lewis Says Party Leaders 
Must Act Against “Shrewd” 
' Plan.

WASHINGTON, March 12.—An 
attempt by anti-New Deal Demo- 
crats to adopt a party platform so 
critical of administration policies 
that President Roosevelt would be 
forced to repudiate his policies or 
decline renomination was forecast 
today by Senator Lewis (Dem.), Il- 
linois.

SENATOR HOLT GALLS. 
HOPKINS REPORT ‘LIES 


West Virginian Asserts Investi- 
gators ‘Whitewashed’ WPA 
Setup in State. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 12.—Sen- 
ator Holt (Dem.), West Virginia, 
told the Senate today that Harry 
L, Hopkins’ report on the West Vir- 
ginia Works Progress Administra- 
tion “contained more lies per 
square foot than any other report 
in the history of the United States.” 

Hoit asserted that Hopkins’ inves- 
tigators had “white-washed” the 
conduct of the State WPA program 
and that Hopkins used “enough 
white-wash to make a center line 
from the city of Charleston, W. Va., 
to Washington. The investigation 
conducted by Hopkins’ agents un- 
der the leadership of Alan John- 
stone was a sham, a fraud and a 
farce.” 

The Senator said Albert B. Fall, 
at the time he was Secretary of 
the Interior, would have brought 
“in a more honest report” about 
the Tea Pot Dome scandal than 
Hopkins did on the Works Progress 
Administration in West Virginia. 

What Hopkins Said. 

Hopkins’ report, issued in reply 
to charges by Holt, had said “not 
a person on relief rolls in West 
Virginia obtained work through po- 
litical influence on WPA projects.” 
Hopkins exonerated Senator Neely 
(Dem.), West Virginia, of Holt’s 
charges that he sought to build up 
a political machine through dictat- 
ing WPA appointments. 

Holt accused Hopkins’ investiga- 
tors of failing to make a diligent 
inquiry into the workings of the 
State WPA. He said Johnstone had 
asked him for the names of persons 
he should consult, and that he was 
advised that Johnstone failed to see 
those he suggested. 

Apparently, Holt said, there was 
no intention on the part of John- 
stone to bring in other than a re- 
port upholding the State Adminis- 
trator, F. Witcher McCullough, be- 
cause “to have found him guilty 
would have been to indict himself.” 

Renews Charges. 

Holt renewed his charges that at- 
tempts were made to build up a po- 
litical machine in the State organi- 
gation and declared he intended to 
take his fight directly to the people. 

Holt said that he did not know 
where Hopkins obtained the “white- 
wash,” but that he got so much of 
it that he, Holt, could have made 
a fortune out of the commission 
alone. 

Holt injected into his attack the 
name of State Senator Dan Flem- 
ing of West Virginia. He said Flem- 
ing was one of those who offered 
to supply Johnstone with informa- 
tion about the program but was de- 
nied the opportunity of talking with 
the investigator. 

Hopkins’ report rescinded an or- 
der reinstating Matthew Holt in 
his WPA position at Parkersburg. 
The reinstatement order was issued 
after Holt protested to Aubrey Wil- 
liams, assistant WPA administra- 
tor. 
Answering Holt’s charge that his 
brothc> had been fired four days 
after Holt attacked the State WPA, 
Hopkins said “the report of the in- 
vestigators show that three days 
before the Senator made his speech 
his dismissal had been recommend- 
ed by Mr. McCullough as the result 
of an inquiry made into reports of 
‘maladministration in Parkers- 
burg.’”

NEW BILL TO BAR ‘ADS 
NEAR PLAZA ADOPTED 


Committee Approves and Mea- 
sure is Expected to Reach 
Aldermen Friday. 


The substitute bill to prohibit 
advertising signs and billboards 
within 300 feet of parks, plazas and 
p-incipal public buildings was ap- 
proved yesterday by the Public 
Safety Committee of the Board of 
Aldermen. It will probably come 


up for passage before the entire 


board Friday. 

The new bill, which is designed 
to remove objections to the broad 
nature of a similar bill passed re- 
cently by the Aldermen, but re- 
considered, prohibits. billboards 
within 300 feet the Memorial and 
Aloe Plazas or any of the public 
buildings surrounding these plazas, 
provided the signs are visible from 
the plazas. It also provides that 
no billboards may be erected with- 
in 300 feet of any public park or 
plaza in a residential or multiple 
dwelling district if the signs are 
visible from these parks or plazas. 
Signs and billboards now in exist- 
ence are excepted. 

The first biii aid not except signs 
now in existence and contained no 
reference to the visibility of the 
signs from the plazas, nor was it 
confined to residential and multiple 
dwelling districts. 

Both bills were introduced by 
Alderman L. E. Couplin of the 
Twenty-sixth Ward. The _ second 
measure was prepared with the 
assistance of the General Council 
on Civic Needs, which has suggest- 
ed that owners of some of the pres- 
ent billboards might remove them 
voluntarily, while other boards 
could be condemned. The new bill 
contains a provision permitting 
signs calling attention to the busi- 
nesses conducted therein subject to 
the approval of the Building Com- 
missioner and Municipal Art Com- 
mission, which was also part of the 
first bill.

IN NAVY PLEADS GUILTY 


Former St. Louis Accountant 
Tried for Shortage of 20 
Years Ago.

NEW YORK, March 12.—John M. 
Cornell, former quartermaster’s 
clerk in the United States Navy, 
yesterday pleaded guilty, at his

PRIESTS FORBIDDEN TO. TALK 
POLITICS IN QUEBEC PROVINCE 


Order by Archbishop and Bishops 
Bars Even Reference in 
Private Conversation. 

By the Associated Press. 

QUEBEC, Que. March 12.— 
Clergy of the Roman Catholic Ec- 
clesiastical Province of Quebec 
were forbidden yesterday to dis- 
cuss politics under penalty of dis- 
ciplinary measures “which could go 
so far as prohibition to say mass.” 
The order against political activity 
came in a letter signed by Cardinal 
Villeneuve, Archbishop of Quebec, 
and Bishops of six dioceses. It was 
addressed to all priests, rectors and 
vicars. 

The priests were told they must 
not preach on election problems or 
refer to such matters in private 
conversation. The only mention 
they are permitted to make during 
political campaigns is to request 
voters in their parishes to refrain 
from election abuses. 

The order followed a pastoral let- 
ter from the Cardinal on Jan. 18 
in which he declared the ecclesias- 
tical courts open to any who felt 
their reputations had been dam- 
aged by priests who took part in 
the Nov. 25 elections. 


$200,000 SETTLEMENT ENDS 
THREATENED WILL CONTEST 


Grand-Nephew and Niece of Mary 
Gardiner Thompson of New 
York Increase Share,

NEW YORK, March 12.—A $200,- 
000 settlement on Robert David 
Lion Gardiner, 25-year-old law stu- 
dent,and his sister, halted today 
his threatened contest of a will 
disposing of his spinster great- 
aunt’s $15,500,000 estate.

The Gardiner for- 
tune was based on land grants by 
the King of England to Lord Lion 
Gardiner in 1639, including an 
island seven miles long just off 
East Hampton, L. L, recently of- 
fered for sale by Winthrow Gard- 
iner Jr., a relative. 

The $200,000 is to be contributed 
by various legatees under the will 
within a year.

George Vierheller Arranges to 
Get Specimens of Rare 
Species for St. Louis. 


George Vierheller, director of the 
St. Louis Zoo, announced at Braden- 
ton, Fla., today that he had com- 
pleted arrangements with the Cu- 
ban and American governments for 
the importation of 36 pink Cuban 
flamingoes, a rare species found al- 
most solely on that island, for ex- 
hibition at the St. Louis Zoo. 

The flamingoes will be shipped 
immediately to Miami, Fla., Vierhel- 
ler said to a Post-Dispatch reporter, 


and an animal agent will take care 
of them there until they get over 
the effects of the sea voyage. They 
will be brought to St. Louis about 
April 1 and will be shown at the 
head of Peacock Valley, the open- 
air bird sanctuary. 

Formerly the Zoo had a few fla- 
mingoes, but they died. In the last 
five years the Cuban Government 
has forbidden the exportation of the 
birds and zoo directors in America 
have tried in vain to get them. 
There are a few at Hialeah race 
track in Florida, but the United 
States Government prohibits their 
capture and shipment. 


When Vierheller was in Cuba re- 
cently he found directors from half 
a dozen other American zoos there, 
also trying to arrange for the pur- 
chase and shipping of flamingoes. 
He made no more headway than 
they until Julio Blanco Herrerra, 
the Cuban brewer who arranged 
for the recent trip of the Cardinals’ 
baseball team to Cuba, heard of it. 


Herrerra, when he knew of Vier- 
heller’s St. Louis connections, made 
arrangements with Cuban officials 
which would permit Vierheller to 
take as many as 60 birds from the 
island. Vierheller then obtained a 
special permit from the United 
States Biological Survey to import 
the birds. 

The pink f ingoes are difficult 
to keep alive, sut Vierheller  be- 
lieved that a new technique of feed- 
ing and care developed at the zoo 
here would help the birds to sur- 
vive. He has already arranged for 
the sale of some of the birds to 
other zoos at prices high enough to 
defray the entire cost of the birds 
for the St. Louis Zoo and leave 
enough money over to buy a few 
snakes. 3 

Vierheller also bought some 
nightingales, trogons, Cuban finches 
and Brazilian canaries while in 
Cuba. They will be exhibited in 
the aviary.

Youth Who Pleaded Guilty at Trial 
at Reading, Pa., to Get 6 to 
12 Years.

READING, Pa., March 17. — 
Louis Toontas, 14-year-old junior 
high school pupil, charged with kill- 
ing his father, pleaded guilty of in- 
voluntary manslaughter yesterday, 
ending his trial on a charge of 
murder. 

Toontas’ counsel decided on the 
surprise move while the boy was 
on the stand, describing a home life 
of terror. The boy satd ne shot 
his father, James Toontas, 45-year- 
old automobile mechanic, because 
he feared his father would “fix” 
him. 

Judge Paul N. Shaeffer turned 
the trial records over to juvenile 
court for final disposition. The boy 
is liable to six to 12 years’ impri- 
sonment. Court officials said he 
would be sent to a reformatory or 
other house of correction, or com- 
mitted to the custody of some re- 
sponsible person. 

Guided by his counsel, Harry Lee, 
the boy told of a quarrel with his 
father the night of Feb. 15. The 
father and Louis’ brother, George, 
15, went out to repair aé_ée truck. 
Louis Toontas said he waited in a 
darkened parlor until his father 
returned. The boy said he knelt 
on one knee, the rifle ready, and 
fired as his father walked into the 
room.

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Guffey Coal Act’s Attempt 
To Control ‘Local Production’ 
Assailed Before Supreme Court 


Former Judge Dawson Says States Cannot 
Waive Power—J. J. Dickinson for Govern- 
ment Discusses Commerce Clause.

WASHINGTON, March 12. —A 
general defense of the Govern- 
ment’s alleged power to regulate 
bituminous coal prices under the 
“commerce” clause of the Consti- 
tution was made before the Su- 
preme Court today by John J. Dick- 
inson, an Assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral, in the Guffey Coal Act cases. 

Before Dickinson took up the 
Government defense, former Fed- 
eral Judge Charles I. Dawson of 
Louisville, counsel for 19 coal com- 
panies operating in Harlan County, 
Kentucky, concluded his arguments 


attacking the constitutionality of 
the entire Guffey act. The gist of 
Dawson’s argument was that the 
Federal Government could not use 
the taxing power to effect regula- 
tion of something beyond the pow- 
ers of Congress. 

“Dickinson, who has three and 
one-half hours to present the Gov- 
ernment’s side of the cases, used 
more than an hour today in a gen- 
eral discussion of the scope of the 
“commerce” clause. He insisted that 
this clause gave the Government 
the affirmative right to regulate 
commerce among the states and 
hence Congress could enact legisla- 
tion for the fixing of prices of bi- 
tuminous coal. 

“Circumstances” Justify. 

His argument was that the only 
limitation on Federal price-fixing of 
commodities moving in interstate 
commerce was the “due process” 
clause of the fifth amendment. An- 
swering a question put yesterday 
by Justice Sutherland to Frederick 
H. Wood of New York, counsel for a 
District of Columbia resident who 
is challenging the constitutionality 
of the Guffey act, Dickinson de- 
clared that special circumstances 
justified the fixing of bituminous 
coal prices. Wood had answered 
that he could conceive of no spe- 
cial circumstances which would em- 
power the Federal Government to 
fix prices and regulate the hours 
and wages ef labor. 

Dickinson said that since the 
United States Supreme Court had 
held in the Nebbia case that the 
State of New York could fix the 
prices of milk without violating the 
“due process” clause, the Federal 
Government could do the same for 
coal prices. He said the trial 
court had found three parallels be- 
tween the Nebbia case and one of 
the cases before the court, namely, 
that coal had been selling below 
the cost of production since 1924; 
that the decline of coal prices was 
greater than the decline of other 
commodity prices, and the general 
demoralizaton and subsequent un- 
employment in the coal industry. 

No Power to Waive. 

Dawson referred to briefs filed 
by several states urging the Court 
to uphold the act. He said they 
had no power to “waive rights re- 
served to the states by the Consti- 
tution.” 

Noting that one came from Ken- 
tucky, Dawson said the State At- 
torney-General had no right to 
take that action. Under the State 
Constitution, Dawson said, the At- 
torney-General can speak for the 
Sate only within the State and out- 
side only if the State is a party to 
litigation. 

“Thisc brief has no more efficacy 
than if filed by any oher individ- 
ual,” he asserted. 

“Production is so local, so com- 
pletely under state control,” Daw- 
son asserted, “that no congressional 
act can bring it under Federal con- 
trol. If it could, then every activ- 
ity of production in this country 
can be controlled by Congress.” 

He said that if Congress could 
regulate intrastate production just 
because it had an effect on inter- 
state production, ‘then there is no 
reason why the Federal Govern- 
ment could not regulate all mer- 
chandise.” 

The former jurist added that if 
part of the Guffey law is held in- 
valid, “the entire act must fall.” 
A decision is not expected for 
at least four weeks. 

Five Issues Involved. 

The issues involved are: 

1. Whether the 15 per cent Fed- 
eral tax levies on the sale price 
of coal at the mines, of which 
90 per cent is remitted if the 
companies abide by the act, is 
constitutional. 

2. Whether the provisions of 
the act regulating the price of 
coal are a valid exercise of Con- 
press’ power to regulate com- 
merce among the states; whether 
the provisions violate the “due 
process” clause of the Fifth 
Amendment and whether they 
constitute an unlawful delegation 
of legislative authority. » 

3. Whether the provisions re- 
lating to unfair methods of com- 
petition are a valid exercise of 
the “commerce powers” of Con- 
gress. 

4. Whether the provisions of 
the act relating to minimum 
wages, maximum hours and col- 


lective bargaining are constitu- 
tional under the “commerce 
clause” are invalid under the 
Fifth and the Tenth amendments. 


5. Whether, if some of the pro- 
visions of the act are held to be 
unconstitutional, the remaining 
provisions are separable and 
valid. 

Arguments Against the Act. 

+ The constitutionality of the en- 
tire act was challenged yesterday 
afternoon first by counsel for 
James Walter Carter, president and 
large minority stockholder of the 
Carter Coal Co., of Washington, 
who sought to enjoin his company 
from complying with the act. Wood 
was on the winning side in the 
Schechter NRA case, the Baltimore 
& Ohio gold clause case, the Fox 
motion picture patent case and the 
St. Louis & O’Fallon Railroad val- 
uation case. He is a member of 
the New York firm of Cravath, De 
Gersdorff, Swaine & Wood. 

The other attorney attacking the 
act was former Judge Dawson of 
Louisville, counsel for 19 coal com- 
panies in Harlan County, Kentucky, 
who sought to enjoin the United 
States Collector of Internal Rev- 
enue from collecting the bitumi- 
nous coal tax. Dawson was the au- 
thor of the opinion in the Louis- 
vile PWA _ slum clearance case 
which was recently withdrawn by 
the Government from the Supreme 
Court a few hours before oral ar- 
guments were scheduled to begin. 
He was a speaker with former 
Gov. Alfred E. Smith at the re- 
cent Liberty League dinner in 
Washington. 


Hughes Reprimands Wood. 


There were no important ques- 
tions from members of the court 
during the arguments. Wood was 
reprimanded by Chief Justice 
Hughes for speaking too loudly, 
and by Justice McReynolds for not 
making his remarks directly to the 
bench. Wood apologized to Chief 
Justice Hughes, explaining that all 
his life he had been trying to keep 
his voice down. At the time of the 
reprimand his somewhat. harsh 
voice was reverberated by the cold 
marble walls and columns of the 
court chamber. 


Justice Sutherland asked Wood 
whether there was any “special cir- 
cumstance which might have oc- 
casioned the law.” Wood replied 
that it was difficult for him to see 
how any circumstance or set of 
circumstances would empower Con- 
gress to fix prices and regulate 
hours and wages. 

Dawson, whose iron-gray forelock 
kept coming down into his_ eyes, 
spoke in quick, jerky sentences with 
a pronounced Southern accent. He 
was not questioned by the court. 
While he was addressing the bench, 


copy of Who’s Who. He glanced 
up sharply at Dawson during his 
reading. 

Wood’s Points. 


Wood relied heavily on the Su- 
preme Court’s decision in the 
Schechter NRA case in his attack 
on the Guffey Act. He recounted 
how his client, Carter, had sought 
to enjoin the directors and share- 
holders of the coal company from 
complying with the provisions of 
the Guffey Act because he believed 
the act caused a surrender of con- 
stitutional and property rights; 
that the company was deprived of 
“the vital right” to manage its own 
business, and that the payment of 
the tax would constitute a waste 
and a misappropriation of assets. 

“It is our position,” Wood told 
the court, “that the act is not one 
to regulate interstate commerce, 
but is an attempt, under the guise 
of an assertion of the commerce 
power, to regulate the productive 
industry of bituminous coal min- 
ing, and it is unconstitutional and 
void whether considered as a whole 
or considered by its several regula- 
tory provisions: 


“The wages, hours and labor rela- 
tions provisions of the act apply to 
all producers of coal, whether or 
not the coal produced by the miners 
and operators affected ever moves 
in interstate commerce. They also 
apply in respect of the production 
of captive coal by steel companies, 
industrial plants and railway com- 
panies who mine coal for their own 
use and are not engaged in com- 
merce in coal in any sense, either 
state or interstate. 


Labor Intrastate Issue. 


“But, whether applied in respect 
of coal which subsequently moves 
in interstate commerce, in intra- 
state commerce, or not in com- 
merce at all, the labor provisions 
are not a regulation of interstate 
commerce, but are a regulation of 
the intrastate activity of produc- 
tion, and constitute a regulation of

NEW GOVERNMENT 
PUTS PARAGUAY 
ON FASUIST BASIS 


Franco Decree Declares 
That Army of ‘Liberat- 
ing Revolution’ Is Source 
of Authority.

ASUNCION, Paraguay, March 12. 
—The Provisional Government, 
headed by Col. Rafael Franco, pub- 
lished yesterday a decree setting 
up a totalitarian state, 

The decree declares the state and 
the “liberating revolution” of Feb. 


17 as indivisible and suppressed for 
one year political, labor or other 
unions which “do not emanate ex- 
plicitly from the _ state,” in order 
to purge the country of “endemic, 
demagogic, industrial and sectarian 
evils.” 

The decree declare the “liberat- 
ing army” to be the principal source 
of authority and says the revolu- 
tion implies the “same social totali- 
tarian transformations as in con- 
temporary Europe in the 
the liberating revolution and the 
state are already one and identi- 
cal,” 

The principal paragraphs of the 
decree follow: 


“1. The liberating revolution of 
Feb. 17, 1936, is declared identified 
with the Republic of Paraguay. 

“2. The liberating revolution of 
Feb. 17, 1936, as identified with the 
state, will from today mobilize the 
voluntary concourse of all citizens 
of the republic and integral realiza- 
tion of its permanent ends directly 
by organs of the state. 

“3. All activity of a political 
character, organization of a party 
syndicate, created interests or in- 
terests which may be created of a 
political nature within the nation 
which do not emanate _ explicitly 
from the state or revolution as 
identified with the state are pro- 
hibited for a term of one year. 

“4. Under the jurisdiction of the 
Minister of the Interior are placed 
all questions of politics or society 
of the state as identified with the 
liberating revolution, comprehend-

SUBCOMMITTEE 
STUDIES TREASURY 
TABLES ON TAXES 


Reaches No Definite Con- 
clusion on Corporate Re- 
serve ‘Cushion’ After 
Two Hours’ Discussion. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 12.—Two 
hours of discussion today brought 
a House Ways and Means subcom- 
mittee to no definite conclusion on 
machinery for taxing undistributed 
corporate income which still would 
allow corporations to build up ade- 
quate reserves. 

Chairman Samuel B. Hill (Dem.), 
Washington, told reporters: 

“We discussed the question of 
some of these (Treasury) tables 
we have had before us as to how 
we could arrange the brackets and 
the rates in the lower percentages 
of income which would enable the 
corporations to build up necessary 
reserves without too much burden 
on the reserves so withheld from 
distribution. We didn’t come _ to 
any conclusion.” 

He added that exemption of 
banks from the ,corporate tax was 
considered, but no final decision 
was reached on that, either. 
Tentative Accord on “Cushion.” 

A majority of the subcommittee 
has been reported in _ tentative 
agreement, however, on the problem 
of a “cushion” reserve to carry cor- 
porations through poor years and 
on making the corporate tax in- 
applicable to banks, insurance com- 
panies and other fiduciary corpora- 
tions. 

The “gag” imposed by the sub- 
committee yesterday came off after 
Chairman Doughton of the Full 
Ways and Means Committee said 
he was not responsible for its im- 
position and told Hill that, so far 
as he was concerned, any type of 
information might be given out 
which Hill considered proper. 

Hill said the subcommittee 
planned to dispose of the corporate 
tax, suggested by President Roose- 
velt as a source for $620,000,000 of 
additional revenue, before consid- 
ering any other levies.

TRADE PACT WITH NICARAGUA 
IS SEVENTH SIGNED BY U. S. 


Duty Reductions on Nine Agricul- 
tural and Industrial Products 
Agreed On. 


WASHINGTON, March 12. — The 
United States today concluded its 
eleventh reciprocal trade agree- 
ment, signing with Nicaragua an 
unconditional most-favored-nation 
pact embracing tariff concessions 
by both countries. 

The agreement, details of which 
were released today by the State 
Department, was signed last night 
at Managua. 

In return for maintaining on the 


United States free list some Nic- 
araguan products already admitted 
duty-free to this country, the Unit- 
ed, States obtained duty reductions 
on nine agricultural and industrial 
products. The Nicaraguan Govern- 
ment pledged not to increase tariffs 
on 15 others, 


The agreement will become effec- 
tive 30 days after the exchange of 
ratification at Managua. It first 
must be approved by the Nicara- 
guan Legislature, and by President 
Roosevelt. 


Similar agreements have already 
been signed with Cuba, Brazil, 
Haiti, Belgium, Colombia, Hondur- 
as, Sweden, the Netherlands, Can- 
ada and Switzerland.

WASHINGTON, March 12.—The 
Senate Appropriations Committee 
today rejected, 12 to 11, the Fletch- 
er amendment to the War Depart- 
ment supply bill providing $29,000,- 
000 to continue work on the Florida 
ship canal, the Passamaquoddy 
project in Maine, and three other 
projects started with WPA funds. 

Word of the vote came out be 
fore the committee completed ac- 
tion on the war bill. The decision 
upheld a sub-committee vote of 6 
to 5 against the Fletcher amend- 
ment. 

Senator Fletcher (Dem.), Florida, 
is expected to make a floor fight 
for the proposal. Opponents of the 
item, including Senator Vanden- 


burg (Rep.), Michigan, have con- 
tended the projects were economic 
ally unsound and were started by 
executive order without specifio 
authorization from Congress. Dem- 
ocratic Leader Robinson has arm 
gued the administration had au. 
thority to start the prejects under 
the broad terms of the $4,800,000,- 
000 Work Relief Act. 

The $29,000,000 would have been 
divided: $12,000,000 for the Florida 
canal; $9,000,000 for Passamaquod- 
dy; $3,500,000 for the Conchas Dam 


in New Mexico; $2,500,000 for the 


Sardis Dam in Mississippi, and $2,- 
000,000 for the Bluestone Reservoir 
in West Virginia. 

The committee voted the largest 
peacetime fund in history for the 
War Department—$600,000,000—in- 
cluding money to maintain the 
army at the full authorized strength 
of 165,000. 

As the army bill passed the 
House, funds were provided to 
maintain an army of only 150,000 
men. 

The Senate committee boosted 
the House total of $545,226.000 for 
both military and civilian activities 
of the army by adding $50,000,000 


to the House $168,360,000 for rivers - 


and harbors and flood control work. 
While not earmarked, the added 
$50,000,000 would go for projects all 
over the country.

INDEPENDENCE IN THE COURT. 
There are those who attempt to explain the in- 
validation of much of the New Deal legislation by 
pointing out that President Roosevelt has not had 
an opportunity to appoint Supreme Court Justices 
who share his views on social and economic matters. 
In the more than three years that Mr. Roosevelt 
has been in office, not a single vacancy has occurred 
on the supreme bench. This stands in sharp con- 
trast with the experience of Warren G. Harding, who 
occupied the presidency for only two years and five 
months, yet was called on four times to fill Supreme 
Court seats, his appointees being two sitting mem- 
bers, Justices Sutherland and Butler, and two late 
members, Chief Justice Taft and Justice Sanford. 
This explanation has a certain plausibility on its 
face, but it fails when the history of the Supreme 
Court is examined. Grant may have chosen Justices 
Strong and Bradley in 1870 to create a majority on 
the supreme bench for upholding the Legal Tender 
Act, passed during the Civil War and rejected as 
unconstitutional by a 4-to-3 decision in 1869. But 
other cases can be cited to show that by and large 
the appointing President cannot be sure how the men 
of his selection will decide important issues. 

As shown in Charles Warren’s “Congress, the Con- 
stitution and the Supreme Court”—an excerpt from 
which is printed on this page today—the Justices of 
the Supreme Court from the beginning have held 
themselves independent of the political parties from 
which they were appointed. Judges appointed by 
Democratic Presidents joined Chief Justice Marshall, 
named by the Federalist, John Adams, in sustaining 
a broad construction of the Constitution. Chief Jus- 
tice Chase, appointed by Lincoln, wrote the opinion 
invalidating the Legal Tender Act, which Lincoln 
had administered. Chief Justice Jay and Justices 
Patterson, Johnson and Story were among the early 
members of the court whose acts as Judges did not 
always harmonize with the views of the Presidents 
who appointed them. 

A striking instance of this sort since the turn of 
the century is to be found in the late Justice Holmes’ 
stand against the Government’s contention in the 
Northern Securities Co. case, decided in 1903. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt appointed Holmes to the court in 
1902, with the full expectation that the new Justice 
would support the Government’s suit for the disso- 
lution of the company. Yet when the case was de- 
cided, by a vote of 5 to 4, Justice Holmes not only 
joined the appointees of Cleveland in rejecting the 
argument of the Government, but himself wrote a 
strong opinion of dissent. 

The division of the court in Myers vs. the United 
States, decided in 1926, is also in point. - Here the 
issue was whether President Wilson was acting con- 
stitutionally when he removed a postmaster of the 
first class without the approval of the Senate, not- 
withstanding the postmaster’s appointment under an 
act requiring senatorial approval of the appoint- 
ment. Chief Justice Taft and Justices Van Devan- 
ter, Sutherland, Butler, Sanford and Stone—all ele- 
vated to the bench by Republican Presidents—con- 
stituted the majority which upheld the action of the 
Democratic Wilson. Justices McReynolds and Bran- 
deis, both Wilson appointees to the court, the one 
an Attorney-General in the Wilson Cabinet and the 
other previously invited to fill that post, took the 
view that the President had exceeded his constitu- 
tional powers, and said so in their dissent. 

Similarly, the course of a Supreme Court Judge 
cannot be told in terms of geography. Here recent 
instances will suffice for proof. Three sitting mem- 
bers of the Supreme Court were appointed from 
west Of the Mississippi—Justices Van Devanter, 
Sutherland and Butler. Yet all of them were found 
voting against the AAA, whose benefits had been 
felt most intimately in the agricultural West and 
Middle West and South. On the other hand, three 
Judges from the industrial East—Justices Stone, 
Brandeis and Cardozo—made up the minority in 
support of the AAA, Again, in the Tennessee Valley 
Authority decision, it was Justice McReynolds, a na- 
tive of Tennessee—the State benefiting most from 
the TVA—who stood alone in holding the sale of sur- 
plus power unconstitutional. 

It is as Charles Evans Hughes, now Chief Justice, 
said in his Columbia University lectures on the Su- 
preme Court in 1927. When “conscientious, able and 
independent men are put on the bench, you cannot 
predict their course as Judges by reference either to 
partisan motives or to personal or party loyalties. If 
you could get further down to the bedrock of convic- 
tion as to what are conceived to be fundamental prin- 
ciples of government and social relations, you might 
be able to get closer to accurate prophecy. But you 
cannot expect to have Judges worthy of the office 
who aré without convictions, and the question from 
that point of view is not as to the qualifications of 
Judges but whether you will have a court of this 
character and function.” 
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SUCCESS FOR THE PLAYGROUND PLAN. 

The Board of Education is to be congratulated on 
its action in adopting unanimously the report of the 
able civic committee which called for co-ordination 
of the school and municipal recreation and play- 
ground systems. Administrative officials of the board 
and city have taken a favorable stand on the co-or- 
dination idea and have arranged to discuss means 
of putting it into effect. Friends of the playgrounds 
may now hope for an improved handling of these 
vital adjuncts of a well-ordered community, at a re- 
duced cost for the present extent of service. The 
last hurdle has not been jumped, since details of ad- 
ministration must be worked out and agreement 
on division of costs reached between the board and 
the city. Now that the policy is fixed, proponents 
of the plan should see that it is not allowed to 


languish. 
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THE MAN FROM KANSAS. 

The Governor of Kansas is apparently persuaded 
there is something in a name. Christened Alfred, he 
lopped off half of it along, say, in his sophomore or 
junior year, and, all through the long vigils of the 
oil fields, into minor political preferment, up to the 
executive office at Topeka, he has been Alf.

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IN DEFIANCE OF PUBLIC OPINION. 

Judge Tighe’s direct appeal to his colleagues on 
the County Court to oust Dr. Sheahan as superintend- 
ent of the county hospital fell on deaf ears. Judges 
Thatcher and Wohlschlaeger sat silent as Judge Tighe 
offered the motion to declare the office vacant. Judge 
Tighe then offered a second motion to appoint as 
superintendent Dr. Curtis H. Lohr, selected by a dis- 
interested committee of distinguished medical 
authorities last summer as the best man for the job. 
Whereupon, Judge Thatcher fell back on the tech- 
nicality that this motion was out of order. 

It was the understanding last December, when the 
ouster suit against Dr. Sheahan was filed, that he 
would resign immediately in the event of an adverse 
verdict. His attorney, John E. Mooney, who also oc- 
cupies the position of County Counselor, was report- 
ed as saying: “There is no law under the sun 
whereby Dr. Sheahan can be discharged by ouster 
proceedings, as he is an employe of the County 
Court. However, if a jury finds him guilty of the 
charges, he will resign.” 

But even if such an understanding did not exist, 

the jury’s verdict of last Saturday holding Dr. Shea- 
han guilty of willful negligence should: have written 
finis to the whole disgraceful affair, which has 
dragged the county hospital into the mire of poli- 
tics, injured its reputation and jeopardized the ef- 
fectiveness of an institution that cost the taxpayers 
a million dollars. 
Now, it appears, the incredible defiance of public 
opinion on the part of Judges Thatcher and Wohl- 
schlaeger will result in dragging the case out indefi- 
nitely. Mr. Mooney has announced that, if a new trial 
is not granted, he will appeal to the Supreme Court, 
and it is, therefore, unlikely that the case will defi- 
nitely be determined before Dr. Sheahan’s term ex- 
pires the end of this year. 

This incident calls sharply and strongly for a new 
administration of county affairs. 
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“THE HERO OF JUTLAND.”

CANADA OPENS THE DOOR TO TRADE. 

Ratification of the reciprocal trade agreement with 
the United States by the Canadian House of Commons 
opens the door for mutually beneficial business in- 
creases on both sides of the border. The door al- 
ready was ajar, for some of its provisions took effect 
Jan. 1, and the early results produced more convinc- 
ing arguments for the treaty than all the debates, 

Washington figures show that the first month re- 
sulted in an increase of 15 per cent in this country’s 
exports to Canada over January, 1935, and an in- 
crease of 14 per cent in Canada’s shipments to us. 
The true meaning of reciprocity is shown in such 
figures as these: Canadian cattle shipments were 
$500,000 in January, 1936, as compared with $67,000 
in January, 1935; United States raw cotton shipments 
were $2,376,000, as compared with $1,456,000. 
On both sides of the line,the charge has been heard 
that the home country was “out-traded” in the nego- 
tiations. The early figures show that the pact gives 
good promise of working out to the advantage of both 
countries by exchange of products. For each, this 
will mean increased exports, more employment, 
greater buying power, and thus a larger domestic 
market. | 
This country’s trade with Canada, formerly al- 
most a billion dollars a year, fell to less than one- 
fourth that figure after imposition of the Hawley- 
Smoot tariff schedules. Since the new agreement vir- 
tually restores the earlier status, the outlook is 
bright for a thriving commerce between the two 
neighboring nations.

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WASHINGTO! 
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A Court “Independent of Presidents’’ 


From the outset and throughout its history, the Supreme Court has shown itself “fully 
as ready to curb the President as Congress,” historian says; cites incidents be- 
ginning with 1793, when Washington sought an advisory opinion, to prove point 
that Justices have not been overawed by executive office or tolerated usurpation.

ARLY in history, at a dinner given in 

Washington in 1801, the following toast 

was Offered: “The judiciary of the Unit- 
ed States—independent of party, independ- 
ent of power and independent of popular- 
ity.” To this might have well been added— 
“independent of Presidents and independent 
of politics.” 

That the éourt has, from the outset, 
proved itself to be fully as ready to curb 
the President as Congress, if either had ex- 
ercised power not granted, is shown by 
many episodes in its history; and their in- 
dependence was evinced by the Justices of 
the court within three years after the inaug- 
uration of the first court, when, in August, 
1793, they made it plain that they would not 
render any decision or give any judicial 
opinion even to the President, unless in an 
actual case litigated by parties before them 
as a court. 

Although it appears that it was the popu- 
lar expectation that they would render ad- 
visory opinions (in the same manner as the 
Justices of the Massachusetts Supreme Ju- 
dicial Court did under the State Constitu- 
tion), they refused, very firmly though re- 
spectfully, to render to President Washing- 
ton an advisory opinion which he had sought 
from them on the complicated questions 
then arising out the neutral attitude of the 
United States in the war between Great 
Britain and France. In his letter to Wash- 
ington, announcing this refusal by the court, 
Chief Justice Jay said that “the lines of sep- 
aration drawn by the Constitution between 
the three departments of the Government... 
these being in certain respects checks upon 
each other .. . afford strong arguments 
against the propriety of our extrajudicially 
deciding the questions alluded to.” 

a . * 

Eight years later, in 1801, a case arose in- 
volving one of the pet measures of the 
Federalist administration, the retaliatory 
war statute directed against French dep- 
redations on American commerce; but when 
the Federalist leader, James A. Bayard, at- 
tempted in argument to read the instruc- 
tions issued by the Federalist President, 
Adams, construing the statute, all the 
Judges (themselves Federalists) opposed 
the attempt; and Judge Patterson stated 
that he had “no objection to hearing them, 
but they will have no influence on my opin- 
ion. We are willing to hear them as the 
opinion of Mr. Bayard, but not as the opin- 
ion of the executive.” 

On a similar attempt being made, in a 
case in 1804, President Adams’ warm Fed- 
eralist adherent, Judge Chase, stated that 
he was always against reading the instruc- 
tions of the executive, because “if they go no 
further than the law, they are unnecessary; 
if they exceed it, they are not warranted.” 
This was exceedingly plain language to be 
addressed by the judiciary to the executive. 

Four years later, in 1808, an even stronger 
instance of judicial independence occurred 
in a case involving an issue of the most 
heated nature. The famous Embargo Act 
provided that ships laden with provisions 
should be denied clearance if, in the opinion 
of the Collector of Customs, intended for 
foreign ports. President Jefferson had is- 
sued peremptory instructions to collectors to

deny clearance to all vessels laden with pro- 
visions, thus eliminating the discretion 
which the statute gave the collector. 

A case involving this situation rose in the 
Circuit Court of Charleston, S. C., before 
William Johnson, a Justice of the Supreme 
Court. Johnson was a young man, 36; he 
had been appointed to the bench only four 
years before, by President Jefferson, as the 
first Democratic Judge on the Supreme 
Court. Every influence and condition would 
seem to tend to incline him to decide in 
favor of the President, and to uphold the 
President’s pet embargo. Without hesita- 
tion, however, he proceeded to hold the 
President's action to be unauthorized by the 
law and that the “Collector is not justified 
by the instructions of the executive in in- 
creasing restraints upon commerce”; and 
he pointed out to the President that “the 
officers of our Government, from the high- 
est to the lowest, are equally subjected to 
legal restraint.” 

So incensed was Jefferson that he caused 
his Attorney-General to issue an opinion 
denying the accuracy of Johnson’s decision 
and instructing Collectors to pay no atten- 
tion to it. But the Judge himself did not 
waver from his position of courageous inde- 
pendence, and replied publicly to the At- 
torney-General’s opinion, and reasserted his 
previous ruling.

Four years later, in 1812, another Justice 
of the Supreme Court, Joseph Story, a Dem- 
ocrat, strikingly showed his independence 
of the Democratic President—James Madi- 
son—who had appointed him upon the 
court, only 10 months prior to the decision 
in question. Story was a young man of 33. 
The War of 1812 had begun, and the admin- 
istration was vitally interested in prosecut- 
ing and convicting the cases of Americans 
who had been guilty of unlawful trade with 
the enemy, England. Such a case came up 
before Judge Story, in which the defendant 
pleaded that a proclamation of President 
Madison reviving an embargo law, under 
which the indictment had been found, was 
illegal. 

Judge Story was thus called upon to de- 
cide upon the legality of the action of a 
President who had just appointed him to of- 
fice, and upon its legality as bearing upon 
< Class of case in which the President and 
his administration were vitally desirous of 
obtaining convictions. Story, in spite of his 
youth and his personal and political predi- 
lections, without hesitation held the action 
of the President to have been illegal, and 
the prisoner went free. 

“For the executive department of the Gov- 
ernment, this court entertains the most en- 
tire respect,” said the Judge, but “it is our 
duty to expound the laws as we find them 
in the records of state; and we cannot, 
when called upon by the citizens of the 
country, refuse our opinion, however it dif- 
fers from that of very high authorities. 1 
do not perceive any reasonable ground to 
imply an authority in the President to re- 
vive this act, and I must, therefore, with 
whatever reluctance, pronounce it to have 
been, as to this purpose, invalid.”

dorsed the raising of $517,000,000 
over two or three years by broad- 
ened and lighter processing taxes 
and by a “windfall” levy to recap- 
ture refunded or unpaid AAA proc- 
essing taxes.

The subcommittee, Hill said, is

properly related wage scales, and 
hence the Federal Government is 
empowered to do so. 


“General Welfare.” 


“This is but the time-worn and 
threadbare argument that the Fed- 
eral Government is empowered to 
legislate as to all matters in which 
uniformity is deemed desirkable in 
the interest of the general welfare 
of the nation as a whole and that 
in such circumstances Congress 
may, under the pretext of the com- 
merce clause, provide for such uni- 
formity.. This argument was re- 
jected by the court in McCullough 
vs. Maryland, demolished in A&n- 
sas vs. Colorado and repudiated in 
the Schechter case. It was also 
voted down four times by the Con- 
stitutional Convention.” 

Since he argued that the wages 
and hours provisions were invalid, 
Wood insisted that as a corollary 
the collective bargaining provisions 
were likewise beyond the authority 
of Congress under the commerce 
clause. Such provisions, he _ said, 
were designed to regulate a pro- 
ductive industry and were only re- 
motely connected with interstate 
commere. 

Coming to the price-fixing pro- 
visions of the act, Wood argued 
that if Congress could fix or regu- 
late the price of coal, it could also 
fix the price of every other article 
in common use because substanti- 
ally all of them are sold for trans- 
portation across state lines. Such 
price-fixing, he continued, would set 
up barriers and restrain this to in- 
terstate commerce. 


“First Time in 150 Years.” 


“This is the first time in the 150 
years of our history,” he said, “that 
it has been seriously suggested that 
the Congress is possessed of the 
power to impose a restraint or bar- 
rier of its own upon the free move- 
ment of interstate commerce by 
limiting prices at which all articles 
of common use may be sold.” 

The coal industry, he observed, 
was not suffering at this time from 
restraints or lack of competition; 
the principal trouble with the _ in- 
dustry was that there was too free 
movement of goods and too much 
competition. If Congress could 
limit the amount of goods to be 
sent across state lines, he declared, 
it could also prohibit the movement 
of cotton, corn, wheat, oil, cotton 
cloth, boots and shoes among the 
several states under the power to 
regulaae interstate commerce. 

“If Congress can regulate the 
production of coal upon the _ theo- 
ries now advanced,” he said, in 
conclusion, “then it may regulate 
piecemeal and one by one substan- 
tially every industry in the coun. 
trye and would thereby be enabled 
to exercise the power specifically 
denied to it in the Schechter case, 
when attempted through  enact- 
ment of a single law pertaining to 
all industry.

Brief History of Paraguay; Three 
Early Dictators. 


Siace it declared its independence 
from Spain, Paraguay has seen 
three dictators come and go before 
the establishment of the republican 


government in 1870. 

Dr. J. G. R. Francia held the first 
absolute power which amounted to 
despotism. He assumed authority 
in 1814, three years after the domi- 
nation of the Jesuit missionaries 
had been suppressed. 

At Francia’s death in 1840, the 
dictatorial power passed to his 
nephew, Carlos Antonio Lopez, who 
in turn was succeeded by his son, 
Francisco Solano Lopez. 

The latter engaged himself in a 
boundary dispute with Brazil which 
brought together the forces of Bra- 
zil, Uruguay and Argentina against 
Paraguay and ended in Lopez's 
death on the battlefield in 1870. 

The Constitution of the Republic 
was voted in November, 1870, after 
a brief period of triumviral rule. 
The republican form of government 


continued to function under various 
administrations until President Eu- 
sebio Ayala was deposed in the 
military revolution this year headed 
by Col. Franco.

While the court was hearing ar- 
guments on the act today, a 
“friendly party” brief was filed by 
John Caren, special counsel by ap- 
pointment of Gov.

“Ohio welcomes Federal regula- 
tion of this ailing industry,” the 
brief said.

The State said that the labor cost 
of coal per ton was increased under 
NRA from $1.10 to an average of 
about $1.67, contributing substan- 
tially to employment and increased 
earning to those employed in the 
industry. 

“The code adopted by the indus- 
try under NRA demonstrated that 
the major evils could be eliminated 
by a uniform authority with the 
power to fix minimum prices and 
to require fair treatment of la- 
bor,” the brief said.

MOSCOW, March 12. — Author- 
ities announced today that a Soviet 
airplane with a glider attached es- 
tablished a world altitude record 
for air trains on March 9. 

The train, it was stated, reached 
a heighte of 10,360 meters (more 
than 6% miles), where the glider 
was detached to descend independ- 
ently. It was said also to be the 
greatest altitude ever attained by a 
glider. The plane was piloted by 
Edgar Premen and the glider by 
P, Stephanoffsky.

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WEW JERSEY ACT 10 REGULATE | 
DYEING INDUSTRY THROWN OUT 


Three Federal Judges Rule Legis- 
lation Violates Due Process 
Clause of Constitution. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEWARK, N. J.. March 12— 
Three U. 8. District Judges ruled 
yesterday that the State actto regu- 
late the cleaning and dyeing indus- 
try was unconstitutional. Counsel 
for the board created by the act 
announced that the decision would 
be appealed to the United States 
Supreme Court. 

In an opinion by District Judge 
William Clark, and concurred in by 
Circuit Court Judge J. Warren Da- 
vis and District Judge Philip For- 
man, the legislation was held a 
violation of the “due process” 
clause of the Federal Constitution, 
The decision resulted from the chal- 
lenge of four chain stores which 
attacked the code’s constitution- 
ality in test suits heard by the 
three Judges. 

The act, effective since Dec. 20, 
granted complete regulatory pow- 
ers to the board, including preven- 
tion of 17 unfair trade practices, es- 
tablishment of sanitary standards, 
and authority to prescribe “fair 
and reasonable” wholesale and re- 
tail prices, minimum rates of pay, 
maximum hours of work, and pro- 
hibit child labor. 

The jurists declared the cleaning 
and dyeing of clothing was not a 
necessity and ruled the “industry is 
not a business affected with a pub- 
lic interest and is immune, there- 
for, from legislative price-fixing.”

Simon Siegel Pleads Guilty of Vio- 
lating Federal Transpor- 
tation Act. 

Simon Siegel, a partner in the 
Lerner Fruit and Produce Co., 1013 
North Third street, was fined $150 
by Federal Judge Moore today on 
a plea of guilty of violating the 
Federal transportation act by mak- 
ing false claims for damages 
against two railroads.

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HOOVER ART REMOVED 
FOR NEW DEAL MURALS 


Three Friezes at Doors in De- 
partment of Justice Of- 
fices Taken Down. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 12. — A 
clash between New Deal ideas of 
art and those of the Hoover ad- 
ministration has resulted in the re- 
moval of three sculptured panels 
from Justice Department walls. 


Workmen removed the silvered, 
symbolic panel, “Investigation of 
Truth,” from above the Attorney- 
General’s door, and in its place, a 
brightly colored mural, depicting 
part of the Attorney-General’s work 
will be installed. 

Near the office of Solicitor-Gen- 
eral Stanley Reed, semi-nude, ball- 
and-chained Greek figures of a 
panel called “Mastery of Crime” 
will be replaced by two views of 
a modern criminal—dejectedly shuf- 
fling into the gray ‘walls of a pen- 
itentiary, and then joyously greet- 
ing a loved one as he is released. 

Another symbolic frieze called 
“Defending the Public Interest” has 
been removed to make way for a 
painting showing public lands ac- 
tivities. 

Officials of the Divigion of Paint- 
ing and Sculpture explained that 
the symbolic friezes were prepared 
by Raul C. Jennewine, under orders 
of Zantzinger, Borie & Medary, of 
Philadelphia, who were made archi- 
tects of the byjlding in 1930. Jenne- 
wine’s classical panels. were al- 
ready in place over the doorways 
when the department moved into 
the building in 1934. 

Under the New Deal’s murals pro- 
gram, panels were designed by 
Henry Varnum Poor to flank the 
entry ways. The Government art- 
planners decided that Poor’s color- 
ful painting did not harmonize with 
the silvered Grecian figures of the 
original decorations. Poor’s side 
panels will now be extended to 
cover the space over the doorways 
as well as the two flanking walls. 

The sculptured panels of Jenne- 
wine will not be destroyed, it was 
said, but will be erected in other 
corridors of the building. “It’s just 
a matter of putting the various art 
pieces where they’re best suited to 
go,” it was explained.

BILL IS UP TO ROOSEVELT 


Provides 26 Days Besides Sick 
Leave; Would Repeal Last of 
Economy Act, 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 12.—Only 
President Roosevelt’s signature 
was needed today to make effective 
more liberal vacations and sick- 
leave allowances for Federal em- 
ployes. Both House and Senate 


have approved a bill providing 26 
days annual vacation leave for 
permanent employes and 30 days 
annual leave for temporary em- 
ployes. Under the existing law only 
15 days annual vacation is allowed. 

The new measure waiting the 
President’s signature also provides 
15 days sick leave instead of the 
existing 30 days sick leave allow- 
ance. The new provision, however, 
permits a total of 90 days accumu- 
lative sick leave,,and as much as 
30 days over the basic 15 days, at 
the discretion of the bureau or de- 
partment head, in case of serious 
illness, 

Reductions ih sick and annual 
leave were instituted as a part of 
the Economy Act, which reduced 
Federal workers’ salaries and vet- 
erans’ pensions. Presidential ap- 
proval of new leave allowances 
would wipe out the last of the 
economy act, since’ salaries and 
pension reductions already have 
been restored.

One Provision Removed. 

One provision taken out on com- 
plaint of Senator Wagner (Dem.), 
New York, and others would have 
conferred on the commission “so 
much of the auxiliary power of 
Congress to obtain information in 
aid of legislation as may be neces- 
sary to enable” it to carry out its 
investigations of business prac- 
tices. 

The trade commission said the 
inclusion of “deceptive acts and 
practices” in its control powers was 
essential to cover cases where an 
offender has no competitors in a 
particular field and where all com- 
petitors in an industry were “equal- 
ly guilty” of unfair methods of com- 
petition. 

Court Decision Cited. 

In support of this argument it 
cited a recent Supreme Court de- 
cision which it said permitted a 
respondent to continue misleading 
and dangerous advertising because 
the commission could not prove any 
competitors had been injured. 

Although giving qualified approv- 
al to certain sections of the bill,

Prosecutor Checking Finances of

NEW YORK, March 12.—Special 
Prosecutor Hiram C. Todd investi- 
gating the Drukman murder in 
Brooklyn, began a subpena service 
last night on all banks and brok- 
erage firms in order to check fi- 
nancial records of 39 persons. 

More than 1000 printed subpenas, 
each bearing names of all the in- 
dividuals, were ready for mail and 
personal service. 

On the list of persons whose rec- 
ords he seeks, were Irwin Steingut, 
former Speaker and present Dem- 
ocratic leader of the State Assem- 
bly; Chief Assembly Clerk Car- 
mine Anzalone; District Attorney 
Ww. F. X. Geoghan and nine assist- 
ants, four policemen, a grand jury 
clerk and two former grand jury- 
men in the Drukman case, and an 
attorney who represented one of 
the three convicted murderers. 

Todd obtained the convictions on 
the indictments of a special grand 
jury after a first grand jury had 
failed to indict. Rumors of brib- 
ery were recurrent in the case and 
last fall it became a major issue 
in the King’s County campaign for 
District Attorney. 

Todd has told Supreme Court Jus- 
tice John McCooey that he had 
evidence one of Gedghan’s assist- 
ants had been paid $2000 by Leo P. 
Byk, referred to as a “slot machine 
czar.” 

Justice McCooey yesterday ruled 
against an attempt by Byk to pre- 
vent Todd from obtaining his bank 
records. 


NAZIS STRESS CANCER IN DRIVE 
TO CUT GERMAN DEATH RATE 


“Greatest Single Menace to Lon- 
gevity;” Campaign in Movie and 
Other Theaters. 

By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, March 12. — Parallel 
with their campaign to encourage 
a higher birth-rate, the Nazis are 
using the theater and the movie 
screen in a nation-wide effort to 
reduce the death rate. Cancer has 
been singled out as the greatest 
menance to German longevity. 

A play, “Too Late,” is running in 
the theaters, in which the tragedy 
of cancer is depicted as something 
which could be avoided in many 
cases were it not for a false mod- 
esty which keeps the sufferer away 
from the competent doctor. 

In addition to this play, staged in 
various parts of the country by the 
National Socialist Welfare organi- 
zation, a film is being distributed 
to the country’s theaters which at- 
tempts to explain graphically what 
scientists have been able to find 
out about cancer, especially what 
can be done to arrest it in the early 
stages. 

An interesting angle of the anti- 
cancer campaign is the emphasis 
laid on the citizens’ responsibility 
toward the State in the preserva- 
tion of his own health. “Every per- 
son who dies an unnecessarily early 
death,” said a Nazi lecturer intro- 
ducing the film, “damages the na- 
tion.” He must, therefore look aft- 
er his health as a public duty. 


GOV. HORNER’S INVESTIGATORS 
END VISIT AT CHESTER PRISON 


Committee Inspects Penitentiary 
Two Days and Says It Will 
Return. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHESTER, Ill., March 12.—Gov. 
Horner’s committee investigating 
Illinois penal conditions completed 
a two-day inspection of the Menard 
penitentiary last night and an- 
nounced a more exhaustive study 
would be made later. 

Bishop J. J. Schlarman of Peo- 
ria, chairman, said the commission 
planned to get a general picture of 
all Illinois prisons before entering 
into a detailed study of their ad- 
ministration. He said European 
prison methods would also be 
studied before the commission made 
its recommendations.

Such 
treatment, and fear of her life, 
forced her to leave Charles Gipson 
in August, 1934, she testified. She 
denied charges of infidelity made 
by Charles Gipson.

Mrs. Charles Fry, the girl’s moth- 
er, said McGinnis, sa friend of the 
family, had accompanied the girl 
to the basement. She told police 
that before the girl appeared he 
went to the head of the _ stairs, 
stopped a moment and fled into a 
woods.

HORNER LEADER CHALLENGES 
PETITIONS OF OPPONENTS 


John J. Hallihan Says Two Seeking 
Precinct Committee Jobs Should 
Be Disqualified. 

John J. Hallihan, chairman of the 
East St. Louis Democratic City 
Committee, and leader of Gov. 
Horner’s organization in St. Clair 
County, filed objections with Coun- 
ty Clerk Prindable at Belleville yes- 
terday, protesting the candidacies 
of F. J. Zank and Arthur E, Lay 
Jr., of East St. Louis, who had 
failed to oppose him for Democratic 
committeeman of the Sixty-ninth 
precinct in East St. Louis, where 
Hallihan is registered. The prima- 
ries will be held April 14. 

The objections stated that Lay 
and Zank were not qualified to be 
candidates under the primary laws, 
that an insufficient number of per- 
sons signing their petitions were 
residents of the precinct, and that 
Zank was not a resident of the 
precinct. 

A total of 21 other objections to 
Democratic committeemen were 
filed, 19 in East St. Louis and two 
in Belleville. The objections, which 
resulted from the fight between the 
Horner organization and supporters 
of Dr. Herman N. Bundesen of 
Chicago, will be heard by the Coun- 
ty Electoral Board.

I was South, the declarer. West 
opened the nine of diamonds and 
East's king forced my ace.

The diamond lead 
did, however, place an important 
card for me: West could not have 
led the nine from any combination 
including the jack, therefore East 
must hold that card. 


A Finesse. . 


I entered dummy with the heart 

ace and finessed for the diamond 
jack, As I had expected, West 
ruffed my ten. He then led a small 
heart. When East put up the king, 
I no longer had any doubt as to the 
location of the king of clubs—West 
must have it for his double, along 
with the trump honors. I ruffed the 
heart and laid down the diamond 
queen. I could not afford to remove 
dummy’s ace of clubs for another 
diamond finesse. West ruffed again, 
and again forced me in hearts, I 
ruffed and led the ace of trumps. 
Now my last diamond was led and 
West was trapped. If he ruffed with 
the king, I would discard dummy’'s 
losing club. He chose to discard a 
club, but this was no obstacle. I 
ruffed the diamond in dummy and 
ruffed the fourth heart in my own 
hand. Then I threw West in the 
lead with the king of trumps and he 
was forced to lead away from his 
club tenace, giving me the last 
three tricks. In this way, I man- 
aged to hold the opponents to three 
trump tricks. 
4 Magnificent defense by West 
| would have made the contract im- 
possible to fulfill. If he had dis- 
carded on the second diamond play 
and waited to trump my queen, no 
coup of mine eould have succeeded. 
On the other hand, the lead of a 
single trump by me at an early 
stage also would have been fatal. 
Rarely have I seen a hand so com- 
plicated from both the declarer’s 
and the defenders’ points of view.

Only dull browns, grays or greens 

were permitted in costumes. Clear 

skies, which look too blue in color 
films, were barred too, and the 
heavens photographed only through 
fleecy clouds, or through the 
branches of trees. Since the best 

light was found to exist from 5:30 

a. m. to 7 a. m., most important 

scenes were taken at that time of 

day. Makeup at first was less than 
the average woman wears on the 
street, but as the mountain air red- 
dened the players’ cheeks, more was 
required to tone down the healthful 
glow. 

“The Trail of the Lonesome Pine” 
is unique also in that it contains 
no process shots—that is, faked 
backgrounds—and no miniature 
sets. The railroad bridge dynamit- 
ed in the course of tHe action was 

a real bridge, and the steam shovel 

on it a real steam shovel. The 

byrning of a construction camp 
also was a genuine conflagration, 
made by destruction of location 
headquarters as the filming was 
finished.

y EARS or pounds or both—what 
do they matter to the modern 

woman who can find clothes to 
suit her age and her size, or to 
make her look like a young sylph- 
like creature? 

“No more old ladies” has become 
the slogan in fashion circles—a 
slogan which means that designers 
are determined to take at least 10 
years off the age of any woman 
past 40 and to mould spreading 
figures into smooth, trim contours. 
Miracles aren't quite achievable in 
1936, but the creation of women’s 
clothes comes very near to them. 
The results mean wearable, flatter- 
ing modes that help a woman to 
grow older gracefully. 

Today’s wardrobe suggestions are 
presented for women who muat 
face the fact that they aren’t girls 
any more. Even though they~ may 
be nearing 60 or 70 they want to 
look their best. They don’t want 
clothes that are ridiculously young 
and they don’t want shawls and 
bonnets, but they do want dignified 
and most becoming fashions. 

Black and navy blue are the most 
satisfactory foundations for a ma- 
tron’s spring wardrobe this season. 
The prevalence of gray also. offers 
some possibilities for ensembling, 
but the dark shades are preferred by 
the majority as the basis for their 
costumes, Either black or navy may 
be brightened or lightened this 
year so that there is no suggestion 
of sombreness. White lingerie sc- 
cents are flattering if not em- 
phasized too strongly, and there ere 
many lovely pastels, including the 
orchid pink tones and blues which 
are both decorative and becoming. 

Swagger lines are liked by most 
older women, providing that these 
lines are not too flaring.

HEN Fulton invented 
OF chscsteost and Whitney in- 

vented the cotton gin, and 
Howe invented the sewing machine, 
and Arkwright invented the cotton 
spinner, and Franklin discovered 
electricity and Morse invented the 
telegraph—these men, and. their 
fellow inventors, never dreamed 
they were going to make the edu- 
cation of old people not only a iux- 
ury but one of the necessities of 


both personal security and national 
economic life. Strange indeed that 
a cold and ~pulseless machine 
should make the education of the 
warm and living adult human mind 
one of the most immediate and per- 
vasive objects of national effort. 
But this is precisely what has hap- 
pened, Adult education is no longer 
the fad of a few enthusiasts; it is 
vital to our national] existence and 
success. 

This is partly because the ma- 
chine has made more leisure, espe- 
cially for older people, not only 
possible, but inevitable; partly be- 
cause the machine has multiplied a 
thousand-fold the social, industrial 
and political contacts and obliga- 
tions of every individual; but it is 
chiefly because the machine is con- 
stantly forcing older people to 


the 


tions, to become masters of new 
arts, to become versed in new fields 
of learning. Never in all history 
did people need to know as much as 
they must know now. And for that 
reason never did they need so much 
to keep their habits of learning, 
desires for learning, beliefs in the 
value of learning and their faculties 
and abilities for learning so intense, 
zealous and alive. In every field of 
education today, as well as in the 
constant adjustments of each in- 
dividual to new social and indus- 
trial situation, new jobs and occu- 
pations, we breathe, as never be- 
fore, an “eager and a nipping air.” 
If we are to live and not vegetate 
in our old age, or even make a liv- 
ing and have any sense of security 
in our advanced years, our chiefest 
economic as well as emotional] in- 
surance for that security is con- 
tinuous learning. For those who 
have achieved economic security 
adults learning may be a mere hob- 
by and a delightful and inspiring 
one; but for most people it must 
become a business—a serious life 
business—or else they will have 
enormously increased their chances 
of getting lost in old age in’ the 
struggle for existence, despite all 
the schemes of old-age security 
that a wise and generous govern- 
ment may devise. 

And it is just at this epoch-mak- 
ing juncture that the psychologists 
have brought to us older people 
their happiest and most inspiring 
discoveries. The time-honored 
adage, “You can’t teach an old dog 
new tricks,” has been thrown into 
the discard. Better than that, it 
has been knocked into a cocked hat. 
Under the leadership of such psy- 
chologists as Edward L. Thorndike, 
J. W. Tilton, Walter R. Miles, 
Catharine Cox and others, we have 
been given every reason to believe 
that, while old dogs may not be so 
spray and alert, yet their sheer 
learning power is nearly as great 
as ever, and that they can learn 
almost as well as young dogs and 
considerably better than puppies. 

~ * a 

[is certainly true of people—abun- 

dantly, inspiringly true. To those 
of us who are in their late twenties 
and thirties, the most inspiring slo- 
gan of the new psychology is that 
the best time in your whole life to 
learn anything you want to know 
or need to know, whether you are 
7 or 70, 25 or 45, is right now, just 
where you stand or sit at this very 
moment, the instant you lay down 
this newspaper. It is inspiring be- 
cause it is based not upon senti- 
ment or theory, but upon critical 
experiments carried out by the 
most approved methods of science. 
So don’t wait. Don’t put off a mo- 
ment longer learning that new trade 
or new game or new language or 
new field of culture that you have 
been planning and hoping for years 
to learn, but which you have begun 
either secretly or openly to fear 
you are too old to learn rapidly 
and well. 
There are four good reasons dem- 
onstrated by modern psychology 
why you should not wait: First, 
psychology has proved that child- 
hood is not, as has always been 
supposed, the best time to learn 
and remember what you learn. 
There are other periods of life when 
you learn better and faster than in 
childhood. 
Second, if you have learned 
something years ago and have not 
been using it a great deal since, 
either practically or spiritually, you 


F all this be not true of dogs, it 


have forgotten much, perhaps most 
of it, and will have to learn it over 
again if you want to use it now. 

Third, psychology has proved 
that the best time to learn a thing 
is just before you are going to use 
it, whether you are 7 or 17, or 47. 
Fourth, it has been demonstrated 
that you can start in to learn a new 
trade or a new language or a new 
philosophy of anything on earth

you desire to learn up to 45 at 
least and perhaps later, with the 
most comforting confidence of com- 
plete success in so far as mere age 
enters as a factor in the problem. 

The long and short of it is that 
modern psychology has demonstrat- 
ed that for practical purposes age 
is only a minor handicap, if a 
handicap at all, to learning any- 
thing you want or need to learn. 

The most extensive work in this 
field has been done by Prof. Edward 
L. Thorndike and his associates, 
Dr. J. W. Tilden and others of the 
Institute of Educational Research 
of Teachers’ College, Columbia Uni- 
versity. With the aid of a generous 
grant from the Carnegie Corpora- 
tion, this group of students spent 
two years in studying the effect of 
age upon the ability of human be- 
ings to learn. 
have been published in a fine tech- 
nical research entitled “Adult 
Learning.” 

As one example of these experi- 
ments, Prof. Thorndike divided a 
group of 465 students at Teachers’ 
College into three sub-groups— 
those aged 20-29, 30-39, and 40-49. 
They were all men and women 
teachers, school principals, super- 
visors and superintendents. They 
all had the same mental tasks 
throughout the course of study, yet 
the oldest group made the biggest 
total mental output of them all.

ents and educators is that of the 

so-called “plastic mind of child- 
hood”—the notion that children 
learn the fastest and remember the 
best. We especially have believed 
that childhood is the best time to 
learn languages and that we never 
could learn them easily or well in 
old age. Prof, Thorndike not only 
knocked this notion into a cocked 
hat but clear through it.

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never was a more precious hour for 
training for these as well as for 
all other jobs by older people, be- 
cause, unless human nature has 
changed and human psychology be- 
come reversed, jobs will come again 
and come more abundantly than 
ever. 

I suppose there is nothing that 
most adult people believe more 
firmly than the notion they can- 
not improve their ability in men- 
tal arithmetic. Prof. Thorndike 
gave a group of students who aver- 
aged about 30 years old only seven 
hours practice in multiplying three 
place numbers mentally, such as 
657 by 964 etc. On this point Prof. 
Thorndike said: 

“It is reasonable to believe that 
graduate students 25 or 30 years 
old, after seven hours of practice 
with suitable periods of rest, will 


do such examples in less than two-. 


fifths of the time they require at 
the outset, and they will probably 
make fewer errors.”

NOTHER notion we have is 
A inet childhood is the supreme 

time to learn to write and if 
you fail to learn clear handwriting 
then you cannot improve it in adult 
years without great labor. To test 
this Prof. Thorndike set up a 
unique experiment. He took some 
left-handed and right-handed peo- 
ple and had each group write with 
the wrong hand. He found they 
thus wrote about like average 8 
or 99-year-old children write who 
have had two years of schooling. 
This gave him a base line or start- 
ing-point. He said: 

“The astonishing result was that 
these adults with about 15 hours 
of practice on their ability to write 
with the wrong hand showed more 


improvement than that ordinarily 
accomplished by school children 
using the right hand in two years 
of growth and schooling, including 
100 or more hours of special prac- 
tice in handwriting! 

Prof. Thorndike tried another 
group who were all right-handers 
to see how fast they could learn 
left-hand writing. Some were 16 
to 20 and some 35 and over. There 
was very little difference in the 
learning ability of the two groups, 
but the astonishing thing was that 
both groups gained as much in 15 
hours of practice in this new skill 
as children of 8 gain in two whole 
years in school! 

Comparing all these investiga- 
tions Prof. Thorndike said to me, 
“T should say that they demon- 
strate that the ability of adults 
to learn is very close to the ability 
of persons 17 to 19 years of age.” 
Of course our faculties do not be- 
come keener after perhaps 25. 
Probably this is about our peak 
of learning ability; but in mature 
years we have drives and incentives 
and we have learned tricks and 
habits of learning that make our 
total output truly inspiring at any 
time of life. 

One point that has been especially 
emphasized by Dr. Miles and his 
wife, Dr. Catharine Cox Miles of 
Yale, is that the more we use our 
mental faculties through life the 
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more it seems to prolong and pre- 
serve their activity in old age. How- 
ever, even in this if one has neglect- 
ed to use his mind he need not be 
greatly discouraged. This was dem- 
onstrated by Thorndike and Tilton 
at Sing Sing Penitentiary. If you 
should ever go to Sing Sing either 
voluntarily or involuntarily and have 
never been beyond the _ seventh 
grade, Warden Lawes will put you 
in school. The school only lasts 
two hours a day, but these investi- 
gators found that these old and 
rather dull men, who had never be- 
fore used their minds very much, 
progressed 82 per cent as fast as 
did the children in the ordinary pub- 
lic school studying the same sub- 
jects in the same grades and having 
a school day three times as long, 
that is, six hours each day. 

The upshot of it all is that adult 
education must at once become one 
of the chief concerns of our whole 
national life. Immense sums of 
money must be devoted to it in or- 
der both to preserve our national 
culture and our national economic 
position. Employers must profound- 
ly change their attitudes about the 
employment of older people. They 
must do so for their own interest. 
In fact, one large industrial concern 
today employs nobody under 40 
years of age. It is in an extremely 
competitive line of business and yet 
it meets all competitors on their 
own ground and pays handsome div- 
idends. Nothing will pay this coun- 
try bigger dividends than to edu- 
cate its people all the way from the 
cradle to the grave. And as far as 
age is concerned your personal mot- 
to should be, “It is never too late 
to learn, and the time to begin is 
today.”

Child Changes 
Step By Step 
During Growth 


Behavior Also Varies, and 
Expected Pattern Is Seldom 
Followed.

HILDREN grow’ gradually. 
(trey go through several stages 
of development and become dif- 
ferent children from what they 
have been before. A child is not at 
all like the baby 
he was, and an 
adolescent is not 
very much like 
the child he was. 
The stages merge 
SO gradually that 
unless one is 
watching closely 
the change is not 
apparent until 
some stroke of 
behavior startles ; 
and alarms the ya 
family, 
Some of the be- | 
havior difficulties 
arise because we 
have certain pat- 
terns in our minds which we think 
children ought to follow. We, hav- 
ing outgrown the different stages 
of growth and having arrived at 
maturity, forget what happened 
and see only the present form of 
behavior which we have set for 
Ourselves and for our children. The 
pattern never fits. A child must 
be a child in his turn precisely as 
he has to be a helpless infant. The 
adolescent must be just that when 
the time comes and we ought not 
to find his antics so annoying and 
so absurd. They are the natural 
expressions of his stage of growth. 
If we can remember this and forget 
our horror, we will get along much 
better, and the chidiren will grow 
faster and in better grace. 


Boys and girls of eight and nine 
have little thought for the comfort 
of other people.’ To them there are 
no other people. Nobody except 
themselves occupy their world. We 
must accept the fact of their un- 
conscious egotism and do our best 
to offer them experiences that will 
awaken them to consciousness of a 
world other than theirs. We have 
to teach them manners, routine, 
working habits, ethics. But—and 
this is important to all who deal 
with children—we cannot make 
them perfect examples of ethical 
and polite behavior. They are chil- 
dren, and in their stage of growth 
we can hope for some shade of ad- 
justment, but no great finish of 
performance. 

The adolescent is the most trou 
blesome because we give him the 
least consideration. We look at the 
long legs and arms; we remember 
his weight; we are still red in the 
face at the thought of our experi- 
ence in the youth’s department 
where nothing fitted him. He is 
full size and weight and he ought 
to behave like a human being. The 
fact is that he ought not to behave 
like anybody except an adolescent 
child who forgets his manners, can- 
not find room for his legs, doesn’t 
know where to put his hands, takes 
his hat off too late and keeps it on 
too long. He forgets what he ought 
to remember and remembers what 
we most want him to forget.. He 
plays wildly and he weeps bitterly, 
for no real cause either time. He 
is irresponsible and surprising be- 
cause he is an adolescent. What 
else would yoy have him be? 


I know. well the trouble these 
boys and girls make, but there is no 
sense in blaming them. We can 
teach, we can set good examples, 
we can praise and encourage and, 
at times, punish, but time and 
growth are what brings the change 
from stage to stage. And that is 
nothing to grieve over. Children 
are safer, many a time, in the 
hands of time and experience than 
they would be with us older folk 
who would have them grow up ac- 
cording to our plan rather than the 
one ordained for them. 

Children, all children, grow step 
by step, gradually evolving into ma- 
turity. That fact must be accepted 
and understood before teaching can 
take effect.

his “Dance of Life,” “The man 
who constanly clings to an un- 
changing opinion is suspended 


from a hook which has ceased to 
exist.” 

I have, during the last year or 
two, been greatly impressed by the 
idea that most stutterers were 
originally left-handed and were 
trained to become right-handed, 
which interfered with -the rhythm 
of nervous control, but one cannot 
ignore the emotional background, 
and many anecdotes are told of 
stutterers which emphasize it. How 
else can we explain the man who 
had stuttered all his life and who, 
during the World War, was put as 
a runner in the front lines? He 
had to carry verbal orders from 
one officer to another during a 
long period, constantly in danger, 
emotionally wrought up, where 
good speech was an absolute nec- 
essity. He did not stutter at all. 
Two other soldiers did not stutter 
as long as the war lasted, but both 
relapsed when living quietly in Ger- 
many in the Army of Occupation. 

Such methods as reading aloud, 
public speaking, dramatics, pho- 
netics and sound drill are usually 
totally unsuccessful, and while 
there is a certain proportion of 
success in the treatment of stutter- 
ing by modern methods, it should 
be emphasized that no one can 
guarantee a cure for stuttering. In- 
deed, this has a good side, be- 
cause one patient said, “If I felt 
there were no cure, then I could be 


happy, for I should cease to strug- } 


gle.”

Education for 
Fullest Living

AMES TRUSLOW ADAMS tells 
Je that we need two educations, 

one to teach us how to make a 
living, the other to teach us how to 
live. Obviously, but they ought to 
be kept together, not put asunder. 

Many a man makes a good living 
—he slaves and saves, works and 
worries, drives and drudges; but 
he does not make a life. Out of 
his rut, out of the grind, he is help- 
less, and does not know how to live. 

A reader tells me that her son- 
in-law, of whom she is fond, is just 
the other way. He neither slaves 
nor saves. He spends to the limit, 
and has a grand time—he is evi- 
dently interested in living. 

It is like two men crossing a 
river. One is interested in cross- 
ing—in the sights, sounds and 
scents of the river. The other is 
interested in getting across—one is 
a poet, the other a man of fact. 

In the parable of the Prodigal 
Son, as Jesus told it, there were 
two lost sons, not just one. One 
was lost through hot passion and 
wild living; the other was lost 
through dull, selfish respectability. 
' The prodigal took his money, 
went into a far country, wasted it 
in irregular living, and went on the 
rocks. Ragged, hungry, forlorn, he 
was a pitiful object when he came 
shuffling home a wreck. 

The elder son stayed at home— 
stuck by the stuff—as prim and 
proper as you please, but as hard 
as nails and so cold that one could 
skate ajl around him. No wonder 
his brother went away. 

After all, perhaps we do not need 
two educations, but one well-round- 
ed education to teach us to do two 
things—to make a living and make 
a life—and give us wit and wis- 
dom enough to do both at once. 

It is no good working to make a 
living, and putting off living until 
we get enough to live on. Else we 
may die without ever having lived 
at all. Better live while we work, 
and work while we live. 

If ever we have a sensible world, 
some men will not have to work 
their hands off to make a living, 
while others idle time away trying 
to live without working. Some time, 
somehow, things will be evened up.
